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Iraq rejects human rights report 

NICOSIA (AP) — Iraq Saturday dnmts&cd a U.N. human rights report 
(hat called for protection of the Shiite Muslim population in the south as 
“M of lies," the Iraqi News Agency said. The agency, said Foreign 
Minister Mohammad Saeed AJ Sahhaf accused investigator Max Van Der 
Stod of being "biased and violating bis terms of reference/' Mr. Van Der 
Stoel “is carrying out a role assigned to him in the anti-Iraq campaign led 
by tiie United States,” the minister said in a letter to U.N. Secretary- 
General Boutros Ghaii. Mr. Van Der Stoel, a former Dutch foreign 
minister, was appointed by the United Nations after the end of the Gulf 
war to investigate human rights. On Friday, he issued a report accusing 
Iraq of serious violations of human rights in its crackdown on the Shiite 
rebels and dviliaRs sheltering in the southern marshes. He also renewed 
his reamunendalion for the United Nations to establish a permanent 
presence to monitor human rights violations in Iraq, which he described in 
an eartier report as extensive. Mr. Sahhaf said in his letter that the 
crackdown was aimed at “groups who are either linked with or sent by 
Iran to carry out acts of Syjfings, sabotage or looting” and “to destabilise 
Iraq's domestic situation."

U.N: team begins new 


BAGHDAD. (Agencies) — U.N. 
i n spec to rs delayed their search 
for weapons materials by one day 
and worked in their hotel Satur- 
day because of anlraqi national . 
holiday. 

The 22rmember l Russian-led 
team- was' now set to start its 
inspection of Iraqi facilities Sun- 
day amid suspense over the 
targets it would select. 

Iraq served adv&nce notice that 
access to ministries would be 
forbidden, team leader Nikita 
Saridbvich- has affirmed his right 
to search any designated site, and 
President George Bush has 
warned he ftrmly backs that right. 

In Kuwait, Crown Prince 
Sheikh Saad Abdullah Al Sabah 
told the Associated Press that tire 
next 48 hours would be “critical” 
for enforcing Gulf war ceasefire 
terms. 

Sheikh Saad, who is also prime 
minister, said he ‘believed a 
“quick” response would be 
nettled if Iraq defied tire United 
Nations (see page 2). 

Team leaders do not disclose 
thorites they will inspect untfl the 
last moment, to preclude spiriting 
away of prohibited material be- 
fore they reach it. 

Rolf Ekeus, chairman of the 
inspectors’ special commission, 
has said his teams have the right 
to inspect all relevant sites, even 
die presidential palace.

-The mother of all battles 
broke open the prisons of self, 
setting the Arab free arid exercis- 
ing its great role in liberating 
humanity from the complex of 
fear, timidity, weakness and 
guilt." he said earlier in tire 
speech. 

Nikita Smidovich, Russian 
head of the U.N. team, apparent- 
ly efid not know of the holiday 
, when he arrived and said inspec- 
tions would start oif Saturday 
after talks with Iraqi officials. 

Iraq declared ministries off- 
limits to U.N. teams on Thurs- 
day, prompting the United States 
to renew threats of military action 
to force compliance with the ceas- 
.efire terms. 

Mr. Smidovicfa's team is the 
first to enter Iraq since inspectors 
searched the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture on July 28 and 29 after the 
most serious confrontation yet 
between the U.N. and Baghdad 
over the scrapping of Iraq’s 
weapons of mass destruction. 

That search followed a three- 
week standoff between Iraq and 
the United Nations over the 
building. U.N. inspectors who 
first tried to enter drd not know it 
was a government ministry. 

The inspectors left the ministry 
empty-handed. ilta , , •

‘Iraq used U-S.-bixDt plant’ 

U.S. authorities suspected in 
1989 that a plant being built for 
Iraq by an Alabama company was 
part of Baghdad’s ambitions 
weapons programme, but they 
did little to discourage its con- 
struction, tire Los Angeles Times 
reported on Friday. 

After tire Gulf war, U.N. in- 
spectors hunting for Iraqi 
weapons facilities discovered the 
carbide-tool manufacturing plant 
was part of Iraq’s main nuclear 
arms complex, the newspaper 
said. 

The inspectors blew up the 
factory, located south-west of 
Baghdad, after determining it 
had been used in Iraq's effort to 
build a nuclear bom^, the Los 
Angeles. Times reported, citing 
U.N. documents. 

The newspaper said newly 
obtained records shoWed that tire 
U.S. government suspected by 
tiie fall of 1989 the true purpose 
of tire S14- million plant being 
built by XYZ Options Inc of 
Tuscaloosa. Albania. 

The Commerce Department 
blocked the export of a key piece 
of machinery for the plant be^ 
cause the device was advanced 
enough machine ufissfo patts^r/ 
and nuclear-related components, 
tiie Los Angeles Times -said. 

.But the government did no- 
thing to withhold export licences 
for other essential components, 
whidi were shipped to Iraq, it 
reported. 

When Iraq invaded Kuwait in 
August 1990, the plant was vir- 
tually complete and capable of 
turning out military goods as well 
as consumer products. 


Rabin in New York, 
meets U.S. chief 


NEW YORK (Agencies) — 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin, keen to mend ties with 
Washington and spur Middle 
East peace progress, has met with 
U.N. Secretary General Boutros 
Ghaii. 

Mr. Rabin’s talks with Dr. 
Ghaii dealt with tire Mideast 
peace process and Israeli service- 
men missing in action. Mr. Rabin 
said he asked the UJM. chief, a 
former Egyptian diplomat, to 
appoint a new special representa- 
tive to try to guarantee their 
return. 

Giandonrenico-Ficco, tire for- 
mer special envoy few Middle 
East hostage negotiations under 
Javier Perez de Cuellar, left the 
United Nations, for private busi- 
ness only mouths after Dr. Ghaii 
took over as secretary-general. 

Israel is particularly eager td 
win the release of navigator Ron 
Azad, who has been missing fen- 
ax years and is presumed held by 
Iranian' Revolutionary Guards in 
Lebanon. -

Mr. Rabin’s new government 
has made a series of moves aimed 
at- win nin g U.S. support for tire 
Joan guarantees. The Bush arfmi- 
wkfr atTnn (feared the guarantees

after Mr. Rabin’s predecessor, 
Yitzhak Shanrir, refused to halt 
tire settlement of Jews in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. • - 

Mr. Rabin’s curbs on Jewish 
settlement smoothed the way for 
the summit but sent Israel’s right- 
wing parties to the boflmg point.

Before Mr. Rabin left Israel 
Thursday, thousands of aimed, 
flag-waving demonstrators 
brought traffic to a halt in central 
West Jerusalem as they over- 
flowed from a rally where haw- 
kish opposition leaders called for 
the downfall of the Rabin govern- 
ment.

Mr. Rabin is expected to give 
Mr. Bush details of a plan for 
limited setf-rnle for die Palesti- 
nians living in the occupied terri- 
tories ahead of the next round of 
Middle East peace talks set to 
begin in Washington on Aug. 24. 

He has brushed aside reports 
that Palestinian leaders had set a 
March 1993, date for elections to 
select delegates for a council to 
administer self-rule. 

“Nothing will take place in (the 
West Bank! and Gaza except as a 
result of talks between us and the 
Jordanian -Palestinian delega- 
tion,** Mr. Rabin said Thursday. 


Israel 
says Gaza 
activists 
captured 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Israeli security 
forces captured members of a Palesti- 
nian cell responsible for the 
deaths of at least three Israelis 
and 20 Arabs in the occupied 
Gaza Strip, the army said on 
Saturday. 

The three, activists in the Mus- 
lim fundamentalist Hamas orga- 
nisation, were captured on July 
30 in Raroallah in' the occupied 
West Bank along with weapons 
and ammunition. 

“The three suspects ... were 
active in a military cell named 
Izzeddin Qassem which was be- 
hind a long list of very serious 
attacks," an army statement said. 

The list includes the shooting 
to death of an Israeli livestock: 
trader in the occupied Gaza Strip 
on May 17, and the stabbing to 
death of two Jewish merchants in 
Gaza on June 25. 

The army statement said the 
three had personally interrogated 
dozens of Palestinians suspected 
of collaborating with Israel and 
killed at least 20. 

r 

Among those were two Gaza 
residents killed on June 11, 
whose bodies were dumped out- 
side the home of a Palestinian 
journalist who had spoken out 
against collaborator ltiUmgs, the 
statement said. 

The men were captured in a 
safe' house in Rareallah. and 
simultaneously several Hamas 
activists were arrested in tire 
Gaza Strip, the army said. Army 
officials did not release the names 
of the captured men. 

Li tiie R&mallah apartment, 
troops and agents of the Shin Bet 
security service found a Carl Gus- 
tav rifle, amrnuntion, knives and 
forged id cards, the army said. 

Another weapons depot con-, 
taimng four assault rifles, gre- 
nades and ammunition was unco- 
vered near tire Jabatiya refugee 
camp in Gaza, tire statement said.

Crown Prince outlines 
ways and means to boost 
Jordanian and Arab cases 

AMMAN (Petra) — His Royal 
Crown Prince Hassan 


Highness 
received Saturday at the Royal 
Srientif Society (RSS) a group of 
Jordanian ambassadors and 
briefed them on the situation in 
the -region, with particular emph- 
asis on the Middle East peace 
process and Jordan’s stand on the 
issue. 

Prince Hassan stressed at the 
three-hour meeting, which was 
attended by Foreign Minister 
Kamel Abu Jaber, that the Dome 
of tire Rock restoration project is 
solejy a Jordanian affair. He said 
the issue of political sovereignty 
arid Islamic holy places inside the 
walls of Jerusalem and in Pales- 
tine was nonnegatiable at pre- 
sent. 

The Crown Prince outlined to 
tire ambassadors ways of high- 
tigbribg-^Joiidantan and Arab 
^ rau^ . tgfe i ng jflto considerarioir 
the background of a host of issues 
facing Jordan-. 

Jordan, Prince Hassan said, 
had started long ago, before the 
Gulf crisis, to restructure its 


national economy. This was 
dearly manifested in the work of 
the Jordanian institutions in the 
pre-war era and the so-called 
political economy as well as in a 
report prepared by United Na- 
tions’ special envoy Jean Ripert, 
on reparations for Jordan, Prince 
Hassan said. 

In this regard. Prince Hassan 
noted that the new national plan- 
ning for next year, following the 
Gulf crisis and the recent de- 
velopments, will be prepared by 
three working groups. These will 
deal with infrastructure, invest- 
ment and social work, the Crown 
Prince said. He affirmed that the 
government will respect and hon- 
our tire new plan. 

The ambassadors were also 
briefed on the developments in 
the bilateral and multilateral 
peace talks and the activities of 
‘the working groups on environ- 
ment, population, development, 
economic cooperation, disarma- 
ment, regional security and wa- 
ter. 


Shbeilat says ‘corruption’ 
investigations to continue, 
panel needs more power

AMMAN — The indictment of a 
former minister by the Lower 
House of Parliament last week 
was only the first step towards 
unveiling {rest corruption cases in 
Jordan, the head of the House 
Investigations Committee said 
Saturday. 

Deputy Leith Shbeilat (Am- 
man) also said the committee 
needs more jurisdiction to help it 
along in its appointed task of 
bringing to book all officials in- 
volved in corruption and misuse 
of public funds. 

“We are determined to pursue 
corruption cases and the commit- 
tee’s position will be presented to 
the House on Wednesday," Mr. 
Shbeilat told the Jordan Times in 
an interview. 

The independent Islamist de- 
puty presented the committee’s 
recommendation to the House 
three weeks ago that former 
Prime Minister Zeid Rifai, for- 
mer Finance Minister Hanna 
Odeh and former Public Works 
Minister Mahmoud Hawamdeh 
be indicted for alleged misuse of 
public funds in a road contract 
project. 

Ihe recommendation was only 
partially endorsed by the House 
after two marathon sessions de- 
bate. (Lily the motion against 
Mr. Hawamdeh was approved 
with the required majority in a 
House voting Monday and the 
motions against Mr. Rifai and 
Mr. Odeh could not muster 
enough votes m support. 

The committee recommenda- 
tions were related to a JD 35 
million contract to build a 180- 
kilometre stretch of the Al Jafr- 
Azraq highway awarded to an 
Indian company in 1987.

Supporters of the indicted 
Hawamdeh — particularly form 
ins hometown of Tafiieh — have 
rejected Parliament's decision to 
clear the other two former offi- 
cials, and are now calling for 
clearing him as well. 

In his interview with the Jordan 
limes on Saturday, Mr. Shbeilat 
described the demands to clear 
Mr. Hawamdeh as “regression to 
trabalism,” but said their de- 
mands that the House should 
have indicted all three former 
officials were “reasonable." 

Some observers believe that 
cases as the Al Jafr-Azraq high- 
way case could split the country. 
But Mr. Shbeilqf insisted that the 
deputies had a responsibility to 
their constituents to fight corrup- 
tion in pre-democracy Jordan as 
duty promised during the 1989 
elections campaign. 

“It was my duty to take (the Al 
Jafr-Azraq highway) case to Par- 
liament,” Mr. Shbeilat told the 
Jordan Times. “I was not poli- 
ticking; I was just following my

Arafat: Israel must quit Arab territories 


RABAT (R) — Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) Chair- 
man Yasser Arafat, who confer- 
red with King Hassan of Morcco 
on Friday night, said Israel must 
withdraw from all occupied terri- 
tories including Arab East Jeru- 
salem. 

In a statement to Moroccan 
television on arrival, Mr. Arafat 
said Palestinians were ready for 
peace talks, but on the basis of 
land for peace, not on Israeli 
conditions. 

He said (he Palestinians were, 
prepared to pursue peace talks in 
accordance with the initiative of 
U.S. President George Bush and 
implementation of Security 
Council resolutions 242 and 338. 

Mr. Arafat said this implied 
that Israel “must withdraw from 
all occupied Arab and Palestinian 
territories, including Holy Jeru- 
salem,” and the achievement of 
the Palestinians’ legitimate poli- 
tical rights. 

He added aD these conditions

were included in the letter of 
guarantees sent by Moscow and 
Washington to the Palestinians 
when they were inivited to Mid- 
dle East peace talks last year. 

After talks with King Hassan, a 
dose friend of President "Bnsh, 


Mr. Arafat attended a working 
session with Moroccan Foreign 
Minister Abdul Latif Filali and 
Faro ok Kaddoumi, chief of the 
FLO's Political Department. 

In Tunis, the PLO’s main- 
stream Fateh faction is charting 
strategy for a new round of peace 
talks with Israel and a militant 
Muslim group urged delegates to 
use armed struggle instead of 
negotiation. 

Members of tbe 104-strong 
Fateh Revolutionary Council 
were Friday handed a paper pro- 
duced by the Islamic Resistance 
Movement (Hamas) calling for 
Palestinian unity to “liberate all 
of Palestine.” 

“The armed struggle is the only 
way to free Palestine and the way 
of negotiations is a defeatist one 
that is not approved by our peo- 
ple,” said the paper, a copy of 
which was obtained by Reuters. 

Although banned from taking 
part, Fateh is the driving force 
behind Palestinian participation 


in the U.S.-sponsored peace 
talks, which will resnme in 
Washington on Aug. 24. 

Palestinian sources said the 
council's meeting was opened by 
Mr. Arafat, who presented a 
report on the Middle East peace 
talks and the situation m the 
Israeli-occupied territories. 

The meeting was expected to 
discusss organisation in tbe West 
Bank and Gaza Strip once the 
Israelis and Palestinians reach 
agreement on limited self-rule, 
which the PLO expects in 
November, the sources said. 

Hamas and Fateh are now 
observing a shaky truce after 
clashes last month between their 
members in the occupied Gaza 
Strip in which a boy was killed 
and at least 150 wounded. 

In its paper Hamas proposed 
setting up a joint committee with 
Fateh to prevent internal fighting 
in the future, saying differences 
should be resolved through dia- 
logue. 


Rocket attacks continue 
to rock Afghan capital 


KABUL (R) — Rival Afghan 
Mujahedeen factions traded 
heavy artillery fire in the capital 
Kabul on Saturday and dissident 
guerrillas pounded the city centre 
with rockets, lolling at least 24 
people and injuring more than 
50. 

• A Defence Ministry spokes- 
man blamed the hardline Hezb-e- 
Tslami group for the rocket ‘bom- 
bardment. 

“A rocket landed in the pres- 
idential grounds ” the spokesman 
said. ‘It lulled eight security 
guards and injured 12 others.” 

State-run Kabul Radio said 24 
people were killed and 53 injured 
by rockets raining down on the 
city centre. Doctors reported at 
least 70 casualties, including nine 
dead, in simi lar attacks on Fri- 
day. 

Tbe Hezb-e-Islami, a partner 

in A fghanistan ’s three-mooth-old 
Islamic government, has been 
shelling the city and tiie airport 
from bases to the south of the city 
fat several days. It said it was 
returning fire after coming under 
attack from pro-government 
forces. 

“Yesterday they were shelling 
us from tbe airport and other 
qress and we replied,” Hezb 
qnan Haji Zabihullah said, 
we were not involved In 


today's fighting. That was 
Ittehad-e-Islanri shelling from 
areas near us.” 

The echo of rockets and shells 
from mountains surrounding 
Kabul made it difficuDt to pin- 
point the source of tbe attacks. 

Tbs Defence Ministry spokes- 
man said the hardline Ittehad and 
the mainly Shiite Hezb-e-Wahdat 
were involved in the renewed 
fighting that-erupted in the west 
of tiie dty in tiie afternoon. 

Columns of smoke could be 
seen rising from several build- 
ings, a large fire was burning and 
a blafck cloud marked what resi- 
dents said had been a fuel depot. 

Many buildings in the west of 
tiie city have already been des- 
troyed in earlier dashes between 
the two rival Mujahedeen groups, 
also partners in tiie coalition gov- 
ernment. 

The fighting may have caused 
“large-scale death and destruc- 
tion,” the Hezb-run Afghan 
News Agency (ANA) said in a 
report circulated in neighbouring 
Pakistan. 

Kabul’s airport was dosed for 
the third successive day after 
Hezb leader Gulbuddin Hek- 
matyar threatened this week to 
shoot down any planes attemp- 
ting to use it (see page 2). 


U.S. seen leaning more 
towards force in Bosnia 


WASHfNGTON (R) — U.S. 
policymakers are increasingly in- 
clined to believe the Internationa] 
community will have to use force 
in Bosni a-He rzegovina but the 
Defence Department remains 
strongly resistant and President 
George Bush seems uncertain, a 
senior administration official 
says. 

The offidal, interviewed by 
Reuters on Friday, described 
continued division within the 
U.S. administration even as Mr.* 
Bush this week threw his weight 
behind quick approval of a long- 
delayed U.N. Security Council 
resolution authorising all neces- 
sary means to get relief supplies 
to civilians in war-torn Bosnia. 

The official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said it 
was still a question whether the 
resolution would be drafted to 
cover the use of force to open 
reported “death camps.” as well 
as to protect humanitarian aid 
deliveries, which was the resolu- 
tion’s initial purpose. 

Key allies Britain and France 
are resisting a use of force resolu- 
tion. 

Turkey has proposed a plan 
including limited air strikes if 
non-military measures fail. Fore- 
ign Minister Hikmet Cetin said. 


“Our action plan consists of a 
series of non-military measures, 
which if they do not succeed, 
would be followed by certain 
military ones. The military steps 
envisaged, basically involve a li- 
mited air strike and avoid ground 
or protracted warfare," the text 
said. Mr. Cetin gave no more 
details. 

Mr. Bush Thursday asked for 
quick U.N. action to authorise the 
use of force to get aid to civilians. 
NATO members agreed to work 
out contingency plans. 

White House spokesman Mar- 
„lin Fitzwater planned to meet 
Defence Secretary Dick Cheney. 
Deputy Secretary of State Lawr- 
ence Eagleburger, National 
Security Adviser Brent Scowcroft 
and United Nations envoy Alex- 
ander Watson for approximately 
one hour beginning at 3:00 p.m. 
EDT. 

Mr. Bush planned to brief re- 
porters afterwards, Mr. Fitzwater 
said. 

Mr. Bush, who is under mount- 
ing political pressure from demo- 
cratic challenger Bill Clinton and 
others to take firm action to end 
the Bosnian crisis, said mi Friday 
that tiie United States was taking 
“complex and strong steps” to 
deal with the situation. 
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Kuwait sees 
‘crucial 
48 hours’ 

KUWAIT (AP) — Kuwait's 
crown prince said Saturday tfiat 
die next 48 hours win be crucial in 
determining whether force or 
other measures are necessary to 
make Iraq obey the Gulf war 
ceasefire terms. 

Sheikh Saad Abdullah Al 
Sabah, who is also prime minis- 
ter, said in an interview with the 
Associated Press that he believed 
a “quick" response would be 
needed if Iraq defies the U.N. 

“If he (Iraq) insists (it) will not 
implement the Security Council 
resolutions, then one is obliged to 
use any way co foree (it) to 
■ change (its) policy," said the 
crown prince, who rarely grants 
interviews to foreign journalists. 

Sheikh Saad said the next 48 
hours should show what stand 
Iraq will take. He pointed out 
that the Iraqis asked a United 
.Nations inspection team that 
reached Baghdad Friday not to 
start field work until Sunday be- 
cause Saturday was a national 
holiday marking the end the 
1980-88 war with Iran. Iraq has 
also said that ministries cannot be 
inspected. 

Sheikh Saad said the use of 
force or other measures will have 
to be determined by the United 
Nations. 

“There are many means and 
ways to be tried, bearing in mind 
the innocent Iraqi people," he 
said. 

But any delay would be 
dangerous, he said. 

Iraq “will start building (its) 
army, (it) will start making all 
sorts of chemical weapons and so 
forth,” Sheikh Saad said. 

The deadline comes while 
elaborate war games are under 
way in Kuwait involving the local 
military and about 1,900 U.S. 
marines. The noise from their 
airplanes and other training exer- 
cises occasionally has Kuwaitis 
nervously turning to their radios 
to make sure it is not a repeat of 
Iraq's Aug. 2, 1990 invasion. 

Sheikh Saad stressed that the 
manoeuvres are part of an exer- 
cise previously planned under the 
10-year cooperation agreement 
signed in September 1991 with 
the United States, but the mes- 
sage should not be lost on Iraq. 

“If (Iraq) is dreaming about 
launching another attack against 
Kuwait, the Kuwaiti people, 
along with their brother and 
friendly countries, they will be 
ready to give (it) a good lesson 
this time," he said. 

Kuwait usually refers to its 
Arab coalition partners during 
the Gulf war as brothers and the 
rest of the 30-odd nations as 
friendly. 

■_ Western military and diploma- 
tic officials have said that any 
military action against Iraq is 
likely to come from the carrier 
USS Independence now in the 
Gulf or other sea-based power. 
The U.S. forces in Kuwait, ex- 
pected to include up to 5.000 men 
over the next few weeks, are seen 
as an insurance policy against any 
reaction from Iraq should milit- 
ary action be taken, they said. 

The crown prince noted that 
Kuwaitis will never feel secure as 
long as Saddam Hussein remains 
president. 

“As long as this man is in 
power, supported by his regime, I 
believe Kuwait and all the states 
in the Golf will not witness any 
sort of stability or security,” he 
said. 

On domestic matters. Sheikh 
Saad said that the parliamentary 
elections would go ahead in Octo- 
ber, as announced, but would not 
set a specific date. 

He said that those campaigning 
should bear in mind Kuwait's 
security concerns when attacking 
government policy. 

“We should not give the image 
to the enemy of Kuwait to say 
‘ah, this is my opportunity' to do 
what he likes in Kuwait," said the 
crown prince. 

Opposition groups have criti- 
cised the government for not 
giving them the right to organise 
as formal political parties. 
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Justice minister says 
Iraq is ready to defend 
its sovereignty 


QUITO (Agencies) — Iraq’s jus- 
tice minister, reiterating bis gov- 
ernment will never let inspectors 
search its ministries for arms, said 
on Friday that Iraq is prepared to 
defend its sovereignty until “the 
last drop of blood.” 

Shibib Al Maliki told reporters 
in Quito, Ecuador, that Iraq has 
complied with U.N. resolutions 
to destroy weapons and is de- 
nying access to inspectors not 
because it is hiding weapons but 
as a symbol to protect its 
sovereignty. 

“We will not in the future allow 
the entrance to our ministries 
because they are symbols of 
national sovereignty," Mr. Maliki 
said on a visit to attend monday's 
swearing-in of Ecuador’s newly 
elected government. 

“Iraq is ready to defend its 
sovereignty until the last drop of 
blood of the Iraqi people." 

“Sovereignty has no price,” he 
added. “The people are with us. 
They believe in us." 

A U.N. arms inspection team 
due to begin work in Iraq on 
Saturday agreed to a one-day 
postponement* after being told 
that was a national holiday. 

Before the inspectors arrived. 
Baghdad had warned that the 
ministries were off limits, and the 
U.N. has not disclosed which 
facilities it intends searching. 

Mr. Maliki said Iraqi author- 
ities would allow inspectors to 
search other unspecified sites. 

The government of President 
Saddam Hussein could easily 
have withdrawn any weapons 
from the ministries in the past 
several months to be hidden in 
another location, he said. 

“We have fulfilled all the re- 
solutions," Mr. Maliki said. "We 
have destroyed more than was 
asked for." 

U.S. President George Bush 
said on Friday that he was “abso- 
lutely certain" that Iraq would 
comply with Gulf war ceasefire 
terms. 

“I can't tell how much of this is 
bluster, how much on their part is 
determination to provoke con- 
frontation." Mr. Bush said. 

While not making any specific 
threats, Mr. Bush told a White 
House news conference: “They 
are going to comply witbLtbese 
feolntions. I'm absolutely certain 


of that.” 

“We will speak with the mea- 
sured confidence of a nation and 
a community of nations that is 
totally dedicated to seeing every 
single one of these United Na- 
tions resolutions fully in force," 
the president said. 

White House spokesman Mar- 
lin Fitzwater told reporters 
Thursday: “No one should be of 
any apprehension that there are 
not ways to seek a very forceful 
compliance with these resolu- 
tions." 

■ The United States has some 40 
warships near Iraq. Two are air- 
craft Carriers with more than 150 
planes between them. The U.S. 
air force has dozens of aircraft 
within striking distance of Iraq. 

Iraq's newspapers have said 
Baghdad was stronger and more 
confident than ever despite U.N. 
sanctions, the Gulf war over 
Kuwait last year and its eight- 
year conflict with Iran which en- 
ded in August 8, 1988. 

“Iraq, under the leadership of 
President Saddam Hussein, was 
able to confront and resist threats 
though they were very big." the 
ruling Baath Party daily Al Tfaaw- 
ra said in a commentary looking 
ahead to Saturday's anniversary 
of the end of war with Iran. 

“Despite the unjust (U.N. 
trade) embargo and all attempts 
against Iraq by its enemies, Iraq 
has emerged successful from this 
' hard test and stronger and more 
‘confident,” Al Thawra said. 

The government-owned Al 
Iraq newspaper predicted Satur- 
day that President “Bush wfll 
drink from the same cup of 
poison" as the now-deceased Ira- 
nian leader Ayatollah Khomeini 
did in the war with Iraq. 

The Defence Ministry daily Al 
Qadissiyah said the inspectors 
were the latest phase of a plot by 
Iran, the NATO Western 
alliance, Israel and ‘'Arab 
traitors” that was bound to fail. 

“Bush, Bush, listen well. We 
all love Saddam Hus»ein." 
chanted dozens of children from 
the ruling Baath Party's youth 
wing at Baghdad's Martyrs’ 
Monument during ceremonies for 
“Victory Day.” The children 
wore uniforms and camouflaged 
caps. . * ' 


Food stocks exhausted fot 
350,000 in besieged Juba 


NAIROBI (AP) — Fighting over 
the southern Sudanese capital 
Juba has prevented relief agen- 
cies from delivering emergency 
supplies to the city's 350,000 peo- 
ple for three weeks and food 
stocks are exhausted, aid workers 
said Friday. 

A U.N. official warned that if 
food was not brought to the city 
soon, people would begin to die. 

“People cannot survive for 
weeks and weeks without food," 
said tile World Food Programme 
official who spoke on condition 
he not be identified further. 

Juba, the largest city in south- 
ern Sudan and a major govern- 
ment military headquarters, has 
been under attack since July 6 by 
rebels of the Sudan People's Li- 
beration Army (SPLA). 

Tbe United Nations and the 
Lutheran World Federation, the 
prime relief groups feeding Juba, 
have been unable to maintain 
their daily airlifts to tbe city since 
July 18 because of the danger and 
the lack of permission from either 
Sudan’s government or the re-, 
bels. 

The insurgents have shot down 
several Sudanese aircraft and 
have threatened to shoot down 
any plane that fries into the city 
without their perrmssion. 

Bob Koepp, of the Lutheran 
World Federation (LWF), said 
his organisation was trying to 
arrange for a plane carrying 32 
tonnes of relief food to reach the 
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city by this weekend, but that 
they understood Juba's airport 
had been dosed. 

There are no telecommunica- 
tions in southern Sudan and get- 
ting information from or about 
Juba is difficult. 

“It’s a very, very confused 
situation," said Mr. Koepp. 

“If there is no agreement for 
the United Nations and LWF to 
at leist have a window — a 
couple of hours a day — it will be 
an absolute disaster,” said the 
U.N. official. 

Most of the dty's residents 
have deserted their booses for tiie 
relative safety of buildings in tire 
city’s centre to escape the rebel 
bombardment, but still many are 
being caught in the crossfire and 
hundreds have been wounded, 
said Mr. Koepp. 

Tbe United Nations bad been 
flying food to Juba from Sudan's 
capital, Khartoum, but decided 
to move the relief operation to 
Entebbe, Uganda, after Sudan’s 
government misused a plane 
bearing U.N. markings. 

The government used an 
Ilyushin 76 cargo plane bearing 
U.N. markings for military flights 
to Juba after the United Nation's 
charter for the craft had expired 
but before its official insignia had 
been removed. 

The rebels took up arms in 
1983 against Sudan’s Muslim- 
dominated government seeking 
iter autonomy and economic 
slopment. 


Kabul 
airport 
remains 
closed amid 
fighting 

NICOSIA (Agencies) — Afghan 
President Burhannck&n Rabbani 
delayed a planned visit to Iran on 
Saturday because of guerrilla 
threats which have dosed Kabul 
airport, tbe Iranian news agency 
.IRNA said. 

Mr. Rabbani was due to arrive 
in Tehran on a two-day visit at 
tbe invitation of Iranian President 
Akbar Hasbemi Rafsanjani. 

IRNA, received in Cyprus, 
said no new date had been 
announced for the visit. 

Kabul airport was dosed on 
Thursday after a threat by hard- 
line guerrilla leader Gulbuddin 
Hekmatyar to shoot down planes 
approaching or leaving tbe 
Afghan capital. 

The Afghan government said it 
was continuing negotiations with 
Mr. Hekmatyar to resolve the 
issue. 

Mr. Hekmatyar, whose Hezb- 
e- Isl ami party is a partner in 
Afghanistan's three-month-old 
Islamic government, said the air- 
port was being used by the milit- 
ary to threaten positions held by 
his party. 

Scores of people were killed or 
wounded in fresh rocket and artil- 
lery duels between government 
forces and dissident guerrillas in 
Kabul, both sides reported. 

They blamed each other for 
starting the fighting on Thursday 
night which continued for several 
hours until early on Friday. 

Doctors reported at least 70 
casualties, induding nine people 
killed. 

Hezb-e-Islarai, which fought 
the duels with the pro- 
government forces, said at least 
19 people were killed and 40 
injured in the areas it controls 
south of Kabul. 

“Uncounted number of people 
were also reported dead or in- 
jured in the militia-controlled 
areas where the militia launched 
a drive to evict different Mujahi- 
deen groups,” the Hezb-run 
Afghan News Agency (ANA) 
said.

Foijy ca^ualj^es,, including two 
dead, w^nj^j^ed at the city’s 
Wazir Akbar Khan Hospital 
which was running out of oxygen, 
serum, antibiotics and bandages, 
doctors there said. 

“Patients are only being given 
local anaesthetics and many have 
to be sent home after operations 
because of lack of beds," one 
doctor said. 

Government sources said near- 
ly 40 rockets fell in the area of 
Kabul airport. 

A Defence Ministry spokes- 
man said tbe firing had come 
from Hezb positions southwest of 
Kabul. 

ANA, in a report circulated in 
neighbouring Pakistan, said the 
Uzbek militia from northern 
Afghanistan had launched a ma- 
jor offensive against Hezb posi- 
tions and the Hezb Mujahedeen 
returned the fire. 

It said exact losses inside the 
city and in suburban areas could 
not be ascertained immediately, 
but quoted eyewitnesses as saying 
tbe death toll could be very high. 

“The situation in tbe city re- 
mained highly tense throughout 
the day today and people were 
running for their lives in different 
parts of the city,” ANA sakl 
The Hezb, whose nominee 
Abdul Saboor Farid is prime 
minister in the coalition govern- 
ment of various Mujahedeen fac- 
tions, says authorities bad batch- 
ed a plot to bomb its positions. 
Mr. Farid was in Pakistan on a 
private visit Friday. 

The Hezb wants the Uzbek 
militia commanded by General 
Abdul Rashid Dostum to be with- 
drawn from Kabul. Gen. Dostum 
precipitated the fall of tbe 
formerly communist government 


Armed police storm Algiers 
mosque, detain about 100 


ALGIERS (Agencies) — More 
than 50 armed police stormed an 
Algiers mosque on Friday and 
arrested about 100 supporters of 
the outlawed Islamic Salvation 
Front (FIS), witnesses said 

They said police surrounded 
the Al Sunna mosque in tbe 
fundamentalist bastion of Bab Al 
Oued during Friday prayers for 
about an hour and a half, then 
entered die building firing warn- 
ing shots. 

“We wfl not leave until the 
police withdraw from the streets 
around the mosque," the 
preacher said at the end of his 
sermon. 

As police fired shots to silence 
four loudspeaker* on the roof of 
the three-storey mosque, wor- 
shippers chanted “for the FIS we 
live, for it we die.” 

More than 3.000 people 
crowded into the streets round 
tiie mosque, one of the few still in 
FIS hands, but were dispersed by 
warning shots. 

Witnesses said about 800 wor- 
shippers left the mosque in two 
Hnes surrounded by police. Some 
stood against a wall while their 
identity was checked. About 100 
were detained. 

A policeman died after he was 
shot near the mosque on July 30. 
The district is tense and young 
bearded fundamentalists have be- 
gun erecting barricades. 

The FIS was banned in March 
after authorities cancelled elec- 


tions in January which tiie party 
was set to win. The government 
has blamed supporters for a 
wave of violence since then. 

Police Friday combed central 
Algi ers for gunmen who opened 
fire on security forces deployed 
nt*ar the main post office, one of 
tiie capital's main landmarks and 
target of repeated bomb threats. 

There were no injuries among 
the security forces, police said. It 
was unknown if anyone else was 
hurt. 

The violence comes amid tiring 
tension between police and Isla- 
mic radicals since Mohammad 
Boudiaf, leader of tins nrilitaiy- 
dominated High State Conncil, 
was assassinated June 29. 

Several leaders of armed Isla- 
mic bands who have attacked 
security forces since January have 
recently been reported killed for 
.captured, along with dozens of 
followers. 

Mr. Boudiaf was allegedly 
machine-gunned by Second- 
Lieutenant Lembarak 
Boumaaraf, a member of the 
Algerian special forces assigned 
to guard him, during a speech in 
Annaba, eastern Algeria. 

An investigative commission 
said that Lt. Boumaaraf was the 
triggerman for a conspiracy 
whose leaders were not identi- 
fied. Ten other people, induding 
the beads of the special forces 
and presidential guards, have 
been arrested. 


Iranian opposition figure 
found killed in Germany 


BONN (R) — Fereydun Farokh- 
zad, a well-known Iranian singer 
and opposition figure in exile, 
was found stabbed to death in his 
flat in Bonn this week, police said 
on Saturday. 

They said a murder investiga- 
tion bad been launched after in- 
vestigators discovered tbe body 
of Mr. Farokhzad, 48, on Friday 
after neighbours reported bark- 
ing by his two dogs. 

Police, who did not continent 
on a motive for tbe lolling, said 
Mr. Farokhzad was last seen alive 
walking tbe dogs on Monday and 
appeared to have been slain 
shortly afterwards. 

Mr. Farokhzad, a popular sin- 
ger and nighcJub entertainer in 
Iran under the pro- Western

Shah's rule, fled abroad after the 
fundamentalist Muslim revolu- 
tion of 1978-79. 

He {ticked up his career among 
expatriate Iranian communities in 
tiie West and was active in groups 
working for an end to radical 
Islamic rule in Iran. 

Iranian exile groups said he 
had been targetted by tbe Tehran 
gover n ment. 

“He worked openly for the 
liberation of tiie Persian people 
from tiie mullah dictatorship.

UNITED NATIONS (R) — 
Secretary-General Boutros Gha- 
!i, who has been bolding separate 
talks with the leaders of the two 
Cypriot communities on ways of 
reuniting their divided island, 
hopes they will be able to begin 
direct talks next week, be told tbe 
Security Council Friday. 

“The secretary-general re- 
viewed tbe discussions that he has 
had with the two leaders during 
the past several weeks with a view 
to bringing about a new phase of 
direct talks under Us auspices, 
between the two leaders, in the 
days ahead,” a U.N. spokes- 
woman said after the dosed-door 
council briefing. 

A council source said this 
phase might begin on 
Wednesday. 

Dr. Ghali has been conferring 
separately with Cypriot President 
George Vassilio, representing tbe 
Greek Cypriots, and with Turkish 
Cypriot leader Rauf Denktash, 
on proposals for establishing a 
bi-zona), bi-communal federal 
state. 

Cyprus has been virtually parti- 
tioned since Turkish troops land- 
ed in tbe north of the island in 
1974 after a brief coup in Nicosia 
backed by the junta then ruling 
Greece. 

The latest round of talks under 
fhe secretary-general’s auspices 
began here in June and resinned 
on July 15 after a three-week 
break.

counter in Jane, a joint touch with Dr. 
Ghali last month and a chance 
meeting last week in the U.N. 
lobby, tbe two leaders lave not 
met face to face. 

A council source said Dr. Ghali 
was relatively optimistic at his

Mr. Denktash has said be is 
witting to accept what in diploma- 
tic parlance is referred to as “29 
plus per cent,” but opposes sur- 
rendering tbe town of Morpbou, 
as called for under the U.N.

KUNA news agency reported late on Friday that Russian 
Vice-President Alexander Rutskoi proposed to via ting Kuwaiti 03 
Minister Hamoud Abdullah Al Rqoba setting up a joint project uj 
manufacture oil production machinery. KUNA quoted' Kuwait's 
ambassador to Moscow, Abdul Mohsin Al Duaij, as saying tbe two 
countries were in the final stages of discussing a security pact. Mr. 
Duaij gave no details- Moscow said on Friday it might send ships in 
tiie Gulf to join any action against Iraq after Bagh da d again said it 
would deny U.N. weapons inspectors access to government 
buildings.

Mr. Habibi “discussed Tehran-Damascus coopera- 
tion in the political, economic and commercial fields, and also 
exchanged views on important regional and international develop- 
ments induding tbe Iraqi situation...,” IRNA said. Iraq accused 
Iran on Thursday of sending more than 4,000 Iranian fighters to 
infiltrate through marshes in southern Iraq to attack bases and 
assassinate officials. 


South Korean sailors arrested in Morocco 

CASABLANCA (R) — Nineteen South Korean sailors have been 
arrested in Morocco after Staging a sit-in at the offices of their 
bankrupt employer to demand unpaid wages, a spokesman for die 
Korean Rotra Trading Company said on Friday. The 19, arrested 
on Wednesday at the offices of the Moroccan fishing company 
Somamer, had been charged with disturbing the peace, resisting 
arrest and insulting behaviour towards local officials, the official - ] 
added. The 19, according to the official, were among about 100 
South Krean sailors who were employed by the company in the 
southern port of Agadir and who accused it of owing five month* ', 
salary worth totalling more than $1 million. The 19 bad stayed iii‘ 
Morocco to fight for their money in the courts while the other 
sailors had returned home, he said. They told police evicting them 
that they had no money for food and nowhere else to go. No-one at 
the company was immediately available tor comment.

First pharmaceutical shipment 
hits American shores with a , 
splash — more in the offing

AMMAN — The first shipment 
sent by Jordan to American mar- 
kets has reached the United 
States, and plans are in the offing 
for more, according to Samm 
Darwazeh, President of the Jor- 
dan Trade Association (JTA). 

Mr. Darwazeh told the Jordan 
Times that 5.000 cartons of Ace- 
taminophen manufactured by Al 
Hikma Pharmaceuticals are now 
on shelves in the United States. 
Tbe product was imported by the 
American firm West-ward and 
plans are under way for more 
shipments since America is a 
good potential for Jordanian 
pharmaceutical products. 

AI Hikma also plans to ship its 
products to Portugal, Czechoslo- 
vakia and Russia, he added. 

Asked about prospects for the 
future, Mr. Darwazeh said the 
future looks good because those 
markets and others are open for 
high quality and competitive pro- 
ducts, which Jordan offers. 


Indeed, Mr. Darwazeh noted, 
Jordanian goods in general and 
pharmaceutical products in par- 
ticular bad good markets abroad 
in the past few years. He said That 
these products have now found 
their ways to Europe and demand 
for them has been increasing late- 
ly. A number of deals have been 
concluded between Jordanian 
manufacturers and Eastern Euro- 
pean countries. 

Referring to the Sept. 15, in- 
dustrial fair to be held in Moscow 
by Jordanian industries, Mr. Dar- 
wazeh said that the JTA encour- 
ages all Jordanian manufacturers 
and industrial businesses to par- 
ticipate in the coming event be- 
cause of tiie great opportunity the 
Kingdom has to market its pro- 
ducts in Russia. 

The Jordan Export Develop- 
ment and Commercial Centres 
Corporation (JED CO), which is 
involved in Moscow exhibit, 
announced last month that it was 
preparing to involve Jordan in 
international fair to help promote 
the marketing of national indust- 
rial products. 


Jordan’s agricultural exports to 
regain Lebanese market

AMMAN — Jordan’s agricultu- 
ral exports to Lebanon are ex- 
pected to resume by mid August 
after over a month of hiatus 
triggered by differences over agri- 
cultural export quotas. 

Lebanon will reopen its $10 
million market to Jordanian pro- 
ducts when the two countries sign 
a trade cooperation protocol in 
Amman by the middle of this 
month. The protocol, which was 
agreed upon during talks between 
the two sides in Lebanon last 
month, will regulate trade activi- 
ties between the two countries 
and hammer out recent differ- 
ences over agricultural exports. 

Lebanon stopped importing 
Jordanian fruits and vegetables in 
early June in retaliation of the 
Kingdom’s decision to halt im- 
ports of Lebanese apricots. The 
Beirut government said that the 
balance of trade in tbe agricultu- 
ral sector largely favoured Jordan 
jnd. dpm anded that the Kingdom 
mcmnuc to import the Lebanese 
Jtauts t<Udwer.tbetiefidt, or-have. 
tigejr agricultural products ban- 
i ned‘ from 'Lebanon. 

“It was one for one,” Dr. 
Salem Al Lawzi, director general 
of the Agricultural Marketing 
Corporation, said. 

Jordan decided to import 
Lebanese apricots just to satisfy 
Lebanon’s export demands but 
later reversed its decision because 
of the market’s limited capacity 
and of local opposition to foreign 
imports of fruits, said Dr. Lawzi. 
He added opponents of Lebanese 
fruit imports over-looked the 
potential loss to Jordan by the 
closure of the Lebanese market. 

Economic experts said that 
Lebanon had a weak argument by 
breaking the trade balance be- 
tween the two countries into its 
various components saying that 
trade interaction between coun- 
tries is viewed in its entirety. 


Trade between Lebanon and 
Jordan readied $45 million in 
1991, with Lebanon having a $15 
million edge. 

“Countries usually look at the 
trade balance as a whole and not 
sector by sector,” said Marwan 
Awad. undersecretary of the 
Ministry of Trade and Industry 
who headed the Jordanian de- 
legation to Lebanon last month to 
solve the dispute over agricultural 
exports. 

Mr. Awad said talks between 
his delegation and its Lebanese 
counterpart led to an agreement 
that the two countries drop tariffs 
and take into account their agri- 
cultural calendars. 

Lebanon, which charges no 
tariffs on its imports of Jordanian 
agricultural products had deman- 
ded that Jordan apply the princi- 
ple of reciprocity and exempt 
Lebanese agricultural exports 
from tariffs and other customary 
fees. “We have removed all 
obstacles,” said Mr. Awad. 
Watermelon exporters, who have 
been most hurt by tbe closure of 
theLebanese markets, will be the 
first to benefit -from - the new 
a gr e e ment as the fruit tops the list 
of agricultural exports to Leba- 
non. Fifty truckloads of waterme- 
lon were left to rot at the 
Lebanese border in July when the 
Lebanese authorities denied 
them entry. 

The Lebanese market is a vital 
market for Jordanian agricultural 
sector which is still recovering 
from tbe loss of traditional outlets 
[n the Gulf after the Gulf war. 

“The Lebanese market is very 
important for us," said Dr. Law- 
zi. “It is hard to find new mar- 
kets,” be said, pointing out that 
Jordan's major markets before 
the Gulf war, Iraq and Kuwait, 
are still unaccessible. 

Sandi Arabia is currently tbe 
largest importer of Jordanian 
agricultural products which are 
also heavily sold in Dubai, Qatar 
and Bahrain. 



King Hussein reads a message from UNESCO 

UNESCO praises King’s 
donation for restorations 


AMMAN (J.T.) — His Majesty 
King Hussein Saturday received a 
personal message from the direc- 
tor genera! of the United Nations 
Educational Scientific and Cultu- 
ral Organisation (UNESCO) 
voicing tbe organisation’s appre- 
ciation of the King's donation for 
restoring the Dome of the Rock 
and Al Aqsa Mosque in Jeru- 
salem. 

The message was delivered to 
the King at tbe Royal Court by 
Professor Raymond Lemaire a 
personal representative of UN- 
ESCO Director Federico Mayor. 

Mr. Mayor praised tbe King’s 
efforts to safeguard the holy Isla- 
mic and Arab cultural sites in the 
holy land. 

King Hussein recently declared 


his donation of $8.24 million to- 
wards the restoration of the holy 
shrines and announced that it is 
Jordan’s doty to carry out the 
restoration through our ad hoc 
committee that had shouldered 
this mission over the past five 
decades. 

In May this year, Jordan told 
UNESCO that plans for projects 
related to or affecting any of the 
holy places in the occupied Arab 
lands should be conducted 
through the Jordanian govern- 
ment and its responsible agen- 
cies, the sole responsible author- 
ities entrusted with such activi- 
ties. 

Jordan’s views contained in a 
message sent to UNESCO were 
in reaction to Saudi Arabia'sbid to 


finance the restoration work oy- 
passing the responsible Jordanian 
committee. 

UNESCO replied then that it 
would refrain from taking any 
action with regard to the holy 
places in Jerusalem without prior 
consultation or coordination with 
tbe Jordanian government and 
obtaining its approval. 

Restoration is meanwhile re- 
ported underway at the holy 
places and the work is being 
carried out by a British firm 
Mi van at the cost of JD 4.84 
million. The firm will cover the 
Dome with gold gilded copper 
sheets to prevent leakage, restore 
roofs and install an early warning 
system against fires.

AMMAN — The dilemma of a 
74-year-old diabetic stuck on a 
boat drifting between Jeddah and 
the Suez fin’ the past 10 months 
continues as Egyptian and Saudi 
authorities refuse him entry, 
according to information made 
available to the Jordan Times. 

According to sources in inter- 
national agencies, who asked not 
to be identified, Haj Mustapha 
was forced to leave Saudi Arabia 
by boat when his residency per-, 
mit expired 10 months ago. He 
was denied entry into Egypt be- 
cause of insufficient documenta- 
tion, eventhough his wife and 
children live in Egypt. 

Since then, he has been drifting 
between the two' countries every 
72 hours. Tbe United Nations has 
allowed his wife to visit him twice 
on the boat. 

Also, he was not allowed to 
enter Jordan because of Jordans 
recent law not allowing any 
Gazans to enter Egypt without a 
visa. 

Like most Gazans. Haj Mus- 
tapha is a Gaza resident carrying 
an Egyptian issued travel docu- 
ment from the days when 
Egypt controlled the strip before 
the 1967 war. 

According to Egyptian regula- 
tions, the Egyptian document 


does not give the hoider the right 
of residence. In addition, the 
bolder of this document must 
possess an Egyptian visa to enter 
or cross in to the country. 

- . This policy came in to effect 
when Anwar Sadat became presi- 
dent in 1969. Prior to his pres- 
idency, during Jamal Abdel Nas- 
ser’s reign, Gazans and Egyptians 
were treated equally. 

A Gazan who resides in Jordan 
said that even if a Gazan has lived 
in Egypt for 20 years and is 
married to an Egyptian woman, 
he still does not have the right to 
obtain an Egyptian passport. He 
will also always fear that ids visa 
will not be renewed or that when 
he travels to another country he 
may not receive a return visa to 
Egypt. 

' “Even when a Gazan with a 
travel document applies for - a 
visa, it could take more than one 
month to get it 

“Most of the time it takes a 
minimum of 40 days to get a visa 
to go to Egypt... that is if the visa 
is given at all,” said one Gazan. 

On the other hand, Palesti- 
nians from the West Bank are 
treated differently in Jordan than 
Gazans in Egypt. Jordan, unlike 
Egypt after its control of tbe West 


Bank before the 1967 war, 
allowed most Palestinians from 
the West Bank to receive tempor- 
ary Jordanian citizenship. 'Even 
Gazans who settled in Iordan 
after the 1967 war were issued 
these temporary Jordanian pass- 
ports»allowing them to travel to 
and from Jordan like Jordanians. 

Since the beginning of the Gulf 
war in 1990, the plight of Palesti- 
nians in Egypt has worsened. Few 
Gazans have been given entrance 
visas. According to Human 
Rights and World Report (1992), 
there are still twenty thousand 
Palestinians in Kuwait who have 
Egyptian travel documents; they 
are denied residence permits in 
Kuwait and cannot enter Egypt. 
Despite this discrimination 
however, the Egyptian author- 
ities publicaUy state that their 
government does not distin guish 
between Egyptians and Palesti- 
nians. 

Khaled Musmar, head of the 
Palestinian press at the Palesti- 
nian embassy cited Haj Mustapha 
as just one of the many Gazans 
having problems in Egypt. ‘It 
saddens me that foreigners, even 
Israelis, have an easier time en- 
tering Egypt than Gazans,” he 
said. 


Jordan to hold its first 
industrial fair in Moscow 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan is to 
organise a national industrial fair 
in Moscow Sept. 5, the first of its 
land in tbe Russian capital. The 
fair will introduce Russians to 
Jordanian products and help 
open new markets foT tbe nation- ' 
al industry, according to a recent 
announcement. 

The announcement said that 
Minister of Industry and Trade 
Abdullah Ensour has agreed on 
tbe seven-day fair, noting th*T 
Russia is a potential market for 
Jordan. 

The Jordanian Business Asso- 
ciation-made the announcement, 
saying that Jordan’s products are 
of high quality able to compete 
with products worldwide. 

Tbe announcement said that 
the fair wfll be held at tbe perma- 
nent Jordanian Trade Centre m 
Moscow and tbe door is wide 
open for any industrial firm to 
send samples of products for the 
fair. 

It said that among the most 
prominent industries expressing 
desire to participate in the fair 
were those producing paints, 
keys, electrical appliances, tissue 
paper, ahmumum ladders, gas 
cookers, heaters, wall to wall 


carpet, medical syringes, medical 
gloves, stoves, washing machines, 
cabinet drawers, detergents and 
shampoo — everything short of 
the kitchen sink. 

Tbe association has opened an 
office in Moscow as a liaison 
between Jordanian and Russian 
merchants. Over the past four 
years Jordan has been buying 
iron ore, paper machinery, tim- 
ber and chemicals from Moscow 
and selling phosphate and other 
gqods such as citrus fruits and 
agricultural and industrial pro- 
ducts. 

In accordance with a February 
1990 trade protocol Moscow and 
Amman agreed to exchange 
goods worth $42 raiUian.

JCO honours cooperatives 


AMMAN (Petra) — A celebra- 
tion will be held today al the 
Palace of Culture of the Al Hus- 
sein Youth City to honour mem- 
bers of cooperative societies and 
organisations for their outstand- 
ing achievements daring tbe past 
year, according to an announce- 
ment by the Jordan Cooperatives 
Organisation (JCO). 

In a statement to the Jordan 
News Agency, Petra, Dr. Jamal 
Bed our of the organisation said 
that a number of these societies 
working dosely with JCO have 
had excellent results that should 
be recognised. 

In reviewing JCO’s accom- 
plishments Dr. Bedour said that 
the organisation has been active 
in providing farm machinery, 
seeds and fertilisers to Jordanian 
fanners and helping create sheep 
fattening stations to boost lives- 
tock in the country. 

The JCO provided JD 3 mil- 
lion to fanners in equipment and 
has focused attention on starting 
farming cooperatives m remote 
and rural regions where it helped 
to set up 68 such cooperatives in 


the past year. 

Referring to marketing pro- 
ducts last year. Dr. Bedour said 
that agreement was reached with 
the Iraqi Cooperative Federation 
for marketing 74 million Jorda- 
nian table eggs in Iraq. Tbe JCO 
also opened a shopping centre in 
Jabai Amman to market coopera- 
tive societies products for reason- 
able prices and reached a deal 
with the Ministry of Agriculture 
on providing servioes to formers 
in need of machinery, said Dr. 
Bedour. 

Referring to fresh milk produc- 
tion, be said that the JCO has 
been encouraging cooperative 
societies to set up small dairy 
plants, one of which was already 
set up in the Irbid area. It also set 
up a JCO dairy plant in Duleil 
which can absorb 10 tonnes of 
fresh milk daily and a third one is 
being established in Jerash. 

Furthermore, Dr. Bedour 
noted, an agreement was reached 
through the Sudanese agricultural 
bank on marketing Jordanian 
products in Sudan in exchange for 
Sudanese fish and sesame.

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Break for Lebanon 


THERE IS no denial that the 1989 Taif agreement 
between the warring Lebanese factions was a milestone 
in that country's quest to restore peace and stability. 
Yet the Taif accord, which sought at first to end the 
bloodshed, is in itself not the perfect solution to 
Lebanon’s decades-old problems. What the agreement 
did was to give Syria a major role in ending the 
conflict. No one can contest, of course, the fact that 
Lebanon is of strategic importance to Syria. The 
Lebanese must be grateful for the Syrian role in ending 
the fighting, but ultimately no one can bring reason, 
understanding and accommodation to Lebanon except 
the Lebanese themselves. That the various factions 
should do first by recognising each other's concerns, 
fears and suspicions and, second, by working oat a 
new formula for national co-existence and prosperity. 

And any new formula that the Lebanese would 
arrive at should carry in it the seeds and the 
mechanism for continued reforms of their political 
system. It is unfortunate that the Lebanese are still 
dinging to the original formula of sharing power on 
the basis of religion. There is no reason why different 
religious sects should not function as political parties, 
per se. Bnt to distribute political office on the basis of 
religion is not healthy at all. It did not prove to be so in 
the past, nor is it expected to do so in the future. 
Democracy and pluralism, based on religion or other- 
wise, are the only viable alternatives to the future of 
nation-states in the region. If democracy and pluralism 
are adhered to there wOl be no danger of any one sect 
or party seeking help from abroad. There is and there 
has been a great deal of meddling in Lebanon's affairs 
from Immediate and not so-immediate neighbours. 
That will continue as long as one Lebanese faction 
finds it necessary to protect itself with help of foreign 
forces. Former President Amin Gemaye! and other 
Lebanese leaders could be right that Lebanon is not yet 
ready for elections under the current circumstances. 
Bnt what are the other options? If elections are the 
price the Lebanese have to pay for a Syrian pullout 
and for continued stability, then why not? The 
Lebanese people are fed up with their leaders' 
continued struggle which cost their country hundreds 
of thousands of dead and injured people and turned 
the country into ruins. If elections are only a limp in 
the right direction then so be it. A country that has for 
years been crippled by civil war cannot certainly start 
running. It has to crawl back to its feet. Perhaps what 
the country needs is not traditional leaders and 
warlords, but ordinary and genuine people who are 
sick of war and killing. 


ARABIC PRESS COMMENTARIES 


IT IS the right of President Bush to try again and win another 
term in office, but it is not right for him to create world tension 
and to launch war in order to achieve that goal, said AJ Rai’i 
Arabic daily Saturday. Commenting on the ongoing military 
exercises in the Gulf, the paper said these moves can only create 
tension and pave the ground for violence in the whole region. The 
paper said that the military exercises come close on the heels of 
continued and persistent attempts on the part of U.N. inspectors 
to search government buildings in Baghdad, and both the military 
exercises and the search campaigns tend to serve as provocative 
acts against Iraq. Furthermore, the American president has been 
using threatening statements against Iraq, in a manner that clearly 
shows that the U.N. inspectors are taking direct instructions from 
Washington, said the paper. The daily said that aggression and 
tension can by no means serve as part of a presidential campaign 
and the president should look for other means to achieve his goal. 
It said that the' time has come for Washington to abandon its 
provocations against Baghdad under the pretext of searching for 
mass destruction weapons and it is time for Washington to adopt 
other stands that can give a good impression about tus personality 
in the course of seeking another term in the White House. 

AL DUSTOUR commented on Yitzhak Rabin's visit to the 
United States noting that Israeli premier has gone to the U.S. in 
order to secure the U.S. loan guarantees and not to secure a 
peaceful settlement based on justice. The paper said that Mr. 
Rabin had succeeded in deceiving the U.S. administration and has 
been using his declaration of partially freezing: the settlement 
programme as a lever to ensure Israel’s interests. Should Mr. 
Bosh offer Israel the loan guarantees it requires, be would be 
dealing the most devastating blow to the current peace process 
and deprive the Middle East of the chance of peace, the paper 
said. It warned the Bosh administration against falling into the 
trap set by Rabin and the Zionist lobby. It said that Mr. Rabin 
has not renounced the settlements which Washington has been 
considering as an obstacle to peace. It said Mr. Rabin, Hke his 
predecessor Yitzhak Shamir, is playing for time and is trying to 
get the loan guarantees without offering land in exchange for 
peace. 


Sunday’s Economic Pulse

Improper pricing distorted fuel consumption 


Fuel in Jordan is no more subsidised. It is being sold to the 
consumers as a whole at the economic cost plus, yet the prices of 
the individual fuel items are so distorted that rationalisation of 
consumption is aH but impossible. 

The latest statistics of the Jordan Petroleum Refinery Co. 
(JPRQ revealed that the volume of fuel items sold m the 
domestic market during the first half of 1992 rose by a staggering 
24 per cent over the volume of sales during the corresponding 
period of last year. , 

Taking into consideration that the gross domestic' product 
(GDP) m constant prices achieved only a slight growth, we can 
safely conclude that the efficiency of the economy m utilising tuel 

and energy deteriorated at an alarming proportion. This negative 
phenomenon is of course worth looking at for identifying the 
reasons and do something about them. Under no ciramistances 
should we continue to stray in the wrong direction. The whole 
world is striving to economise energy consumption and reduce tile 
quantity of oil needed to produce a given amount of commodities 
and services. The advanced countries with prudent energy policies 
succeeded in doing just that, and they continue to make further 

improvements. . , .. 

Perhaps we in Jordan did not pay enough attention towards me 
rationalisation of fuel consumption, simply because we receive 
our needs of crude oil from Iraq at concessional prices, with no 


bard currency being paid. Bnt we should not organise our 
economic life on the basis of an exceptionally convenient 
arrangement that may not last forever. 

Under normal circumstances, Jordan’s imported ou oul would 
be in the order of $500 million, calculated at current international 
OPEC prices. This amounts to 12 per cent of our gross domestic 
product, 17 per cent of our imports, or 40 per cent of the national 

Jordanian economy needs structural adjustment and 
major correction, which it does, the energy sector sta nds out at 
the fore front in this respect, in view of its utmost importance and 
die obvious need to change course and adopt new policies to alter 
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of prices, it should go deaper to the institutional reform m all 
areas of refinery, energy generating distribution and consump- 

Compaiing the volume of sales of the individual fuel items of

The World Bank is known to have surveyed the energy sector 
and p ointe d out its faults. It re mains to be seen if the minister is 
charge has the will to act. 


Public outrage could follow disclosure 
of AIPAC’S covert activities in the U.S.

Following is the last of the two- 
part article on Israel U.S. lobby’s 
drive to suppress debate of U.S. 
policy in the Middle East. The 
writer, a free-lancer in Washing- 
ton DC, was an opposition re- 
searcher for the American Israel 
Public Affairs Committee 
(AIPAC) in 1990, 1991 , The arti- 
cle is reprinted from the 
Washington Report on Middle 
East Affairs. 


In both of the cases cited, 
AIPAC attempted to discredit 
critics of Israel not by refuting 
their arguments, but by trying to 
tie them to Arab money. Making 
an Arab connection can damage 
the victim's reputation, the pro- 
Israel lobby believes, so long as it 
can encourage a mindset in the 
United States that anything 
Arab-related is tainted. 

Irondally, it is precisely the 
same kind of racist stereotype to 
which the Jewish community is so 
sensitive, particularly the charge 
that Jews exert tremendous influ- 
ence through the use of their 
money. Jewish organisations can 
and do talk about the power of 
“Arab money" and “petro- 
dollars," yet are quick to decry as 
anti-Semitic similar innuendo re- 
garding Jewish financing. 

In another case, AIPAC Ex- 
ecutive Director Dine asked Mr. 
Lewis to analyse the positions of 
Brookings Institution Middle 
East specialist Judith Kipper. In 
an Aug. 17, 1990 memo, Mr. 
Lewis responded: “For the most 
part. Kipper is extremely skillful 
in her writings and statements to 
avoid being pinned down as ‘anti- 
Israel.’ She often achieves her 
goals by presenting the views of 
‘moderate Israelis’ to state her 
case." 

In “The New Republic,” an 
ardently pro-Israeli magazine, 
writer David Segal put a more 
positive spin on Ms. Kipper's 
views in its March 25, 1991 issue: 
"Her analysis throughout the 
Gutf crisis said little about the 
politics of the Middle East, but a 
great deal about the politics of 
Judith Kipper. It’s not that she’s 
anti-Israel — her criticism would 
put her not far from the centre of 
the Israeli Labour Party — or 
that she is pro- Arab. Rather, her 
politics stem from an unwavering 
quasi-religious faith in the power 
of dialogue.” 

There is no greater admission 
of guilt and wrongdbing than 
AIPACs strenuous attempts to 
conceal its blacklisting activities. 
Senior AIPAC officials fear that 
public outrage might follow discl- 
osure of their covert activities. 
The name change from “Opposi- 
tion Resarch" to "Policy Analy- 
sis" was designed to conceal 
AIPACs surveillance, monitor- 
ing, and intelligence-gathering 
operations. In an Aug. 7, 1990 
internal memorandum to Steve 
Rosen, AIPAC Foreign Policy 


Issues director. Mr. Lewis 
boasted: “There is no question 
that we exert a policy impact, but 
working behind the scenes and 
taking care not to leave finger- 
prints, that impact is not always 
traceable to us." 

As part of its intelligence- 
gathering operation. Policy 
Analysis has created a fictional 
person and a bogus company to 
infiltrate opposing organisations 
by paying membership dues or 
making donations to them. This 
AIPAC creation is "Paul Hunt" 
of “Paul Hunt & Associates." 
AIPAC rents a post office box on 
Capital Hill for Mr. Hunt’s mail, 
and has installed a separate Paul 
Hunt telephone line in the 
AIPAC office. "Paul Hunt" has 
even been listed as a donor to the 
“ Washington Report on Middle 
East Affairs

organi^Qj^.OTtical of Israel or 
Israeli policies. jVlthough Activi- 
ties is the most visible product of 
its Policy Analysis section. 
AIPAC talcs great pains to hide 
its connection with Activities, in 
order to avoid the controversy 
that arose over its blacklisting of 
"enemies" in its 1983 publication 
of The Campaign to Discredit- 
Israel. ” 

Activities’ select and tightly 
controlled recipients are encour- 
aged to use the material as they 
see fit, "subject only to the pro- 
viso that AIPAC not be attri- 
buted as its source." Activities is 
distributed to AIPACs Washing- 
ton and regional staff, its officers, 
the major Jewish organisational 
leaders, Jewish federations and 
community relations councils 
around the nation, pro-Israel 
activists and academics. 

It also goes to the Israeli 
embassy in Washington and to 
other Israel both in the U.S. and 
in Israel. AIPAC employees are 
not permitted to take Activities 
ont of the office and may not 
mention the existence of Activi- 
ties outside AIPACs walls. A 
disquieting breach of security was 
revealed at the 1990 national 
convention of the American- 
Arab Anti-Discrimination Com- 
mittee (ADC) when that orga- 
nisation’s president, Abdeen 
Jabara, referred causally to hav- 
ing received an AIPAC study 
entitled Activties. 

Assessing the problem, Mr. 
Lewis wrote in an April 2, 1990 
memorandum to Mr. Dine: Acti- 
vities is distributed to some 
400 + people, so it will probably 
be impossible to trace tire source 
of the leak. There is nothing in 
Activities which points to who is 


its originator and it is sent out in 
plain envelopes, so the material 
obviously did not just acridemly 

f ee passed on to ADC. This is the 
rst time that any of these groups 
have made any reference to their 
being in receipt of Activities. " 
Information contained in Acti- 
vities has been used by the 
National Jewish Community Re- 
lations Advisory Council 
(NJCRAC), American Jewish 
Congress (AJC), Zionist Orga- 
nisation of America (ZOA), 
Committee for Accuracy in Mid- 
dle East Reporting in America 
(CAMERA), National Jewish 
Coalition (NJC), and the Jewish 
Institute for National Security 
Affaire (JINSA). 

According to Mr. Lewis: “Be- 
cause Activities is read by many 
of the major Jewish and pro- 
Israel organisational players. 
Activities ensures that there is a 
congnisance of the activities of 
the anti-Israel forces both in 
Washington and the grassroots 
and the issues on which they are 
focusing ... Ultimately, of all the 
information disseminated ■ from 
AIPAC, Activities may well .be 
the most eagerly sought, read and 
used to good advantage." 

One of the ways that this in- 
formation was “used to good 
advantage" was in a 1990 Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress fund-raising 
letter. It accused Execntive 
Director James ’ Zogby of the 
Arab American Institute of "fire 
new anti-Semitism" (criticism of 
Israeli policies) and compared 
him with white supremacist 
David Duke and black nationalist 
Rev. Louis Farrakhan because 
Mr. Zogby criticised pro-Israel 
political action committees. No 
sources were given in the letter 
for quotations attributed to Mr. 
Zogby. 


Zogby's statements, actions and 
affiliations to Mr. Siegman in 
New York. 

“1 hope this information is of 
help,” Mr. Lewis wrote on tbe 
cover sheet. "The compilation as 
such should not be sent to 
Richard Cohen, and the informa- 
tion should not be attributed to 
AIPAC'* 

Writing in the Village Voice on 
Jan. 22, 1991. Nat Hentoff 
argued that the AJC letter had 
“resurrected the spirit of Joe 
McCarthy." Mr. Hentoff also 
quoted Mr. Zogby’s reaction to 
his own personal ordeal with neo- 
McCaxthyism: “When the ADL 
and AIPAC falsely and mali- 
ciously labeled me a ‘terrorist 
member of the PLO' ... speaking 
engagements were cancelled, 
political candidates refused to 
associate with me, and my family' 
and I were harassed and 
threatened with violence ... Now, 

• I know that ADL and AIPAC 


were involved in the harassement' 


or the violence — but vilification 
and- scurrilous attacks of the sort 
that they indulged in can. create 
the ' atmosphere in which ugly 
actions occur.” 

Mr. Siegman never apologized 
to Mr. Zogby for the actions of 
his “overzealous fundraisers."

When Mr. Zogby protested, 
AJC Executive Director Henry 
Siegman, whose name appeared 
at the bottom of the letter, denied 
prior knowledge of the mailing 
and blamed oveizealous fund- 
raisers for its wording. Washing- 
ton Post columnist Richard 
Cohen wrote in an Oct. 3, 1990, 
column, "There's no doubt in my 
mind that tbe American Jewish 
Congress' letter writers went off 
half-cocked — and without Mr. 
Siegxnan's knowledge.” It might 
surprise Mr. Cohen to know that 
Mr. Siegman. not AJCs fund- 
raisers, is one of the select reci- 
pients of AIPACs Activities, 
from which every one of the 
quotes attributed to Mr. Zogby 
had been taken. 

( Nor, after publication of Mr. 
Cohen’s article, was it some un- 
named “letter writer” but Mr. 
Siegman, personally, who con- 
tacted AIPACs Michael Lewis 
for help in trying to build a case 
that Mr. Zogby was indeed an 
"anti-Semite.” Mr. Lewis faxed 
an AIPAC “living memo” of Mt. 


AIPAC is careful never to 
advocate specific actions to be 
taken against individuals and 
organisations named in Activi- 
ties. In fact, it pure on tbe front 
cover of every edition the dising- 
enuous disclaimer that “the inclu- 
sion of material in Activities im- 
plies neither endorsement nor cri- 
ticism of any group.” By distri- 
buting derogatory allegations ab- 
out critics of Israel, however, 
AIPAC in effect tells pro-Israel 
activists, “Here are the people 
who are you enemies — now go 
out and do something about it!" 

AIPACs. Policy Analysis sec- 
tion works dosety with its college 
liaison department, the Political 
Leadership Development Prog- 
ramme (PLDP). When AIPAC is 
informed of an upcoming speech 
by an "anti-Israel personality, 
summaries of that person’s stan- 
dard arguments, question-and- 
answer style, and a ust of possibly 
damaging quotations are sent to 
pro-Israel activists at the host 
institution, who also are asked to 
send tapes ' or accounts of the 
speech back to AIPAC. AIPAC 
also draws up question for 
“plants" in tbe audience, and 
suggests other strategies suited to 
the particular venue. 

Typical of this kind of prepara- 
tion was a confidential memo sent 
in 1985 to AIPAC opposition 
researcher Anna Gottlieb by 
AIPAC regional director Murray 
Wood in Los Angeles. For an 
October 20th “Conference on 


Peace With Justice in the Middle 
East" at Mira Costa College, 
arrange mentrs were made to 
“monitor tbe conference ... have 
a corps of ‘our* people in the 
audience, well-trained and 
briefed ... call a meeting with the 
local ADL and American Jewish 
Committee directors to develop a 
coordinated strategy ... (and pro- 
vide) background material” on 
the speakers. 

Human rights activists Noam 
Chomsky, a linguistics professor 
at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, described the ADL 
file compiled on him: “It’s jnst 
like an FBI file — 150 pages of 
material, dips from newspapers' 
inter-office memos saying Z was 
going to show up this or that 
place, surveillance of talks I have 
given, characterisation of what 
was said in the talks (often falsi- 
fied). AD this material goes into a 
central source. Then when I give 
a talk somewhere, my file will be ’ 
given to the appropriate local 
group, who will be able to dig 
.through it, and come up wjfo, 
statements that I allegedly made 
at some time during the last 15 • 
„years tq publicised in unsigned 
pamphlets." 

Under lock and key in the 
office of Michael Lewis are liter- 
ally hundreds and hundreds of 
such files on people and organisa- 
tions that AIPAC deems to be 
“anti-Israeli." Among politicians 
upon whom such files exist are 
former Bush administration 
White House Chief of Staff John 
Sununn, former Reagan adminis- 
tration secretaries of defence 
Caspar Weinberger and Frank 
Cariucd, former President Jimmy 
Carter and former Democratic 
presidential candidate George 
McGovern, Senate Minority 
Leader Robert Dole, Republican 
Senator John Chafee, House 
Majority Whip David Bonior, 
and Democratic Representatives 
John Conyers, John Dingell, 
Mervyn Dymally. Mary Rose 
Oakar, Nicke Joe Rahall, Janies 
Traficant and many others. 


Evans and Robert Novak, Tho- 
mas Friedman, Anthony Lems, 
Richard Cohen, Carl Rowan, 
Alexander Cockbum and Joseph 
Sob ran, among others. 

Reminiscent of Senator Joe 
McCarthy's scouring of Holly- 
wood for “communists," awl 
their “fellow travelers” in the 
entertainment industry. AIPAC 
also has opened files oti Ed 
Asner, Woody Allen, Kictad 
Drefus, Vanessa Redgrave, 
Casey Kasem, Mike Farrell, Bar- 
bra. Streisand, Michael Moor, 
Peter Yarrow, and many more. 


‘Have you no shame? 


In the spring of 1954, a nation- 
wide audience watching the-jBe- 
vised Army-McCarthy beaifcg 
sat transfixed as Boston attorney 
Joseph Weldi stood to demandof 
Senator McCarthy, “Sir, haw 
you no shame?" Only after tint 
dramatic confrontation, pictured 
over and over as intimidated 
journalists and politicians finaij 
dared to speak out, did the sht 
dow of “McCarthyism" slowly 
recede from American public 
Today, some Jewish organs*! 
tions finally are asking that same! 
question of foe Israel lobby. Twoj 
years ago, several local Jews* 
community relations organm- 
tions issued a statement condt- 
mning an attack by foe hanjfaej 
Americans For A Safe Israel

Yugoslavia — military black hole or ripe for strike?

BRUSSELS — Is Yugoslavia a 
military black hole, waiting to 
swallow up divisions if the West is 
rash enough to intervene? Or 
could limited military action si- 
lence the big guns ana bring relief 
to trapped civilians? 

Most military analysts believe 
it could be Europe's Vietnam, a 
quagmire without an end in sight 

But NATO military officials, 
although they have little enthu- 
siasm for getting involved, say 
some operations could be feasible 
if their objectives were properly 
defined. 

In any case, diplomats say, 
military considerations may not 
lie the dominant factor for much 
longer. 


There is a massive groundswelJ 
of revulsion in the West over the 
savage fighting in Bosnia, parti- 
cularly foe shooting of two infants 
by snipers and reports of concen- 
tration camps tun by Serbs. 

The head of the nine-nation 
Western European Union 
(WEU), Willem van Eekelen, 
told Dutch Radio on Thursday 
that only military means could 
now end the slaughter. “This 
cannot go on," he said. 

But foe outgoing commander 
of U.N. peacekeeping forces in 
former Yugoslavia, Lieutenant- 
General Lewis MacKena'e, had 
words of warning for those con- 
templating military action. 

“I have never seen such an 
intense hatred between peoples," 
he told Britain’s Daily Mail news- 


paper. 

‘If there is no diplomatic solu- 
tion and the world think* serious- 
ly of putting in an occupation 
force, then they should be v/teF* 
pared for a very long stay, ttm y 
for the next 20 years — and even 
then, who knows what would 
happen when they left?” * 



Nevertheless, NATO officials 
are discussing a range of posable 
military options winch could be 
carried through . if foe United 
Nations approves the use of li- 
mited. force. 

Alliance sources say -these 
range from air strikes on Serbian 
art fo«ry and mortar positions 
around foe beteaguerea city of 
Sarajevo to setting up safe havens 
for civilians or creating a 


corridor for aid delivery from foe 
Adriatic coast 

Frtfominaiy NATO estimates 
at least 12,000 troops, 
up with heavy equipment, 
be needed to take control 
of Sarajevo airport. Up to 
100,000 men, with permanent air 
cover, would be needed to open a 
land corridor to foe city. 

But the cost could be mgh. The 
mountainous, wooded terrain 
cost Hitler several divisions in 
World War n due to losses from ' 
guerilla attadri. Small mortars* 
and snipers are hard to hit, with 
the risk of high civilian casualties.

confcieuce.” 

In a separate press statement 
issued Saturday, Mr. Shbeilat 
said the fact that 48 deputies 
voted to indict Mr. Rifai — which' 
was six votes short of the required 
two-thirds majority to indict a 
suspected former government 

official — was in itself a conde- 
mnation and criticised Mr. Rifai 
for “receiving congratulations — 
claiming ... that it was a victory of 
right over the wrong.” 

The statement was issued in 
response to one that Mr. Rifai 
released one day after the House 
vote. 

Mr. Shbeilat described the vote 
as unprecedented in Jordan. 

U I never felt such success be- 
fore,” Mr. Shbeilat said. “For 48 
people to bring a former prime 

- minister form the regime’s col- 
umn and accuse him is a success 
in itslef.” 

“With the open debate in the 
House under the scrutiny of the 
people, we achieved a lot more 

- than we expected,” Mr. Shbeilat 
added. 

Mr. Shbeilat did not spell out 
the other corruption cases being 
pursued by the House's Investiga- 
tions Committee, but insisted 
cases would be brought to the 
House for a similar vote as the AJ 
Jafr-Azraq road case. 

In May 1990, the House voted 
to refer dozens of alleged corrup- 
tion cases to the prosecutor- 
general. Cases where the 
prosecutor-general found 
grounds to suspect former minis- 
ters were to be referred to the 
House for endorsement for trial 
by a special court and others were 
to be tried by the civil courts. 

According to information 
available to tbe Jordan Tunes, 
the prosecutor-general subse- 
quently submitted its findings to 
foe Home. At least six former 
ministers were suspected of com- 
plicity in some cases while other 
cases were dismissed by the 
prosecutor-general as .lacking 
enough grounds for indictment of 
anyone. 

Some cases where officials be- 
low the rank of minister were 
tried by tbe civil courts. Some 
cases are still pending in the 
courts. 

Mr. Shbeilat said the Investiga- 
tions Committee would not be 
able to continue its task of prob- 
ing alleged corruption cases un- 
less it was granted wider powers. 

He also noted that the commit- 
tee's powers were determined be- 
fore the first corruption c^se was 
moved for_an unprecedented de- 
bate on the House floof., 

“This committee sbomtf r, be a 
permanent one throughout the 
four-year term of Parliament 
rather than a new one elected for 
every regular session,” he said. 

“The committee should meet 
all year round, 'and not just when 
Parliament is in session, and we 
should be given the authority to 
follow up on cases related to 
corruption,” the deputy added, 
hoping that the house would vote 
on meeting these demands. 

Mr. Shbeilat said be would quit 
the panel if its demands were not 
met. “We can neither investigate 
without jurisdiction nor to suc- 
ceed with bringing up corruption 
cases to tire House while we are 
tied up,” he said. 

Mr. Sbbeilat noted that a re- 
port prepared by the prosecutor- 
general on tbe Ai Jafr-Azraq 
Highway case and presented to 
the House in July 1990 bad only 
found grounds to try Mr. 
Hawamdeh. 

However, the deputy said, tbe 
House Investigations Committee 
decided on its own to expand the 
inquiries to include Mr. Rifai and 
Mr. Odeh after “receiving com- 
plaints that they were involved in 
the affair.” 

Mr. Shbeilat said that the com- 
mittee should be able to respond 
to complaints by investigating 
and gathering information, or 
else CL we would be serving corrup- 
tion by not doing anything about 
it.” 

He added that the committee 
did not intend to try any former 
government officials, but that its 
job was to unveil corruption 
cases. 

Mr. Shbeiiat’s press statement 
in reply to Mr. Rifai’s was hard- 
hitting. Following is a Jordan 
Times translation of tbe com- 
munique: 

“I read with dismay a state- 
ment issued by Mr. Zeid Rifai 
that was published in the local 
press on his escape from indict- 
ment by 17 members of parlia- 
ment against 48 who levelled 
accusations at him and the ab- 
stention of six members from ■ 
voting and tbe absence of seven 
members. _ 

Tn his statement Mr. Rirai de- 
scribed the development as the 
success of “right” over “wrong,” 
da wnin g tha t the Lower House 
rejected the false accusations 
against him although the House 
failed to normally indict Mr. Rifai 
due to procedural matters which 
require a two-thirds majority of 
the House. But tbe House has not 
acquitted Mr. Rifai at ail. 

If Mr. Rifai considers the 
accusations levelled against him 
by 67 per cent of the deputies 
present in the session as vindica- 
'ti oo, then such conclusion is for 
Mr. Rifai alone. In fact, their 


approval by 67 per cent of the 
deputies of the charges against 
Mr. Rifai should be considered as 
the. vote of the majority in the 
House. It means initial evidence 
has been gathered to refer Mr. 
Rifai to court trial before the 
Higher Council. 

The number of Parliament 
members who voted against Mr. 
Rifai was even bigger than the 
number of votes required to give 
confidence in or bring down a 
government 

In a country where politicians 
have self-respect, a politician nor- 
mally, announces - his retirement 
from political and public life over 
matters far less important than 
this development. 

General de Gaulle withdrew 
from political life because he (fid 
not accept less than 67 per cent of 
tbe public votes supporting his 
programme. But in our country a 
former prime minister celebrates 
his a c cusation by 61 per. cent of 
the lowe r House and receives 
congratulations from people be- 
cause Parliament failed to secure 
another five per cent of the votes 
to indict him and claims that 
“right has triumphed over 
wrong." 

I took note of the terms and the 
adjectives used by Mr. Rifai in 
describing the absolute majority 
of tbe House in a manner that 
does not befit a former statesman 
because m his statement be tried 
to cause a split within the ranks of 
the deputies, describing some to 
be honourable (17 of them) and 
die rest as dishonourable (im- 
plied) and that they do not fear 
God. By dishonourable, he of 
course meant those 48 deputies 
who openly accused him and the 
six who abstained from voting. 

If Mr. Rifai is true in bis claim 
that he loves' his country and 
King, this should not motivate 
him info trying to draw a wedge 
within the ranks of the deputies, 
describing some people as hon- 
ourable, loving their country and 
King because they defended him. 

Mr. $ifai should not have ac- 
cused his adversaries as being 
enemies of their country and 
King trying to encroach upon the 
ruling system and the regime as 
he said in his statement. 

Mr. Rifai has claimed that the 
accusation by Parliament was not 
directed against him personally 
but was aimed at all of Jordan 
and directed against the Arab 
national message, a cause upheld 
by the King. 

By giving such a statement, 
Mr. Rifai has tried to link himself 
with the King and with the KLng- 
-dota -aud its message. Does be: 
mean that by accusing Mr . Rifai 
the House could be accusing tbe 
King himself? 

Indeed this is a dear attempt at 
showing dissension and discord 
among the people of this country 
because this is an irresponsible 
attitude showing Mr. Rifai’s total 
disloyalty to the King. The King's 
name should not be involved by 
anyone either in praise or calum- 
ny, particularly when corruption 
cases are under scrutiny. 


Drought — good news for South Africa’s big game?

JOHANNESBURG — Severe 
drought is starting to kill South 
Africa's big game. 

Hundreds of antelope and 
other grazing wildlife have begun 
to weaken and die in the parched 
plains of tbe north and -east. 

- Hippo and crocodile face 
starvation. 

' Lion, leopard and hyena, while 
thriving as prey weakened by 

drought becomes easier to catch, 
have started killing one another 
in disputes over shrinking water- 
bearing territory. 

But game experts and officials 
say that tbe survivors and the 
tourist industry that depends on 
them will emerge stronger from 
nature's onslaught. 

“If you can divorce yourself 
from the impulse of sentiment, 
drought is really a very beautiful 
process,” said Salomon Joubert, 
director of Kruger National Park, 
die largest game reserve. 

“We are going to have losses of 
animals, but it is natural process 
affecting young, old and injured. 
You get a purification of the gene 
pooL It's a rejuvenating process.’ 
Tbe government-backed tour- 
ist organisation Satour says fore- 
ign tourism earned 2.7 billion 
rand (one billion dollars) in fore- 
ign currency in 1990 — the fifth 
largest earner behind manufac- 
tures, gold, mineral products and 
agricultural exports. 

Kruger is an important element 
in South African efforts to cap- 
ture a large slice of the growing 
international market for nature 
tourism. 

The park's many species in- 
clude 7,600 elephant — the anim- 
al most able to survive drought — 
about 2,000 lion, 2,506 hippo, 220 
black rhino and 1,380 white 
rhino. 

The government’s Water 
Affairs Department said the 
northern Transvaal is in a critical 
situation “such as has not been 
seen in living memory. Natural 
pans and streams have dried up.” 
“Some areas have not had rain 
for two years and there has been 
no growth of perennial grasses,” 
a statement said. 

The flow of several rivers in 
drought areas including the Lim- 
popo, Komati crocodile. Sabie, 
Vaal and Orange was ‘’almost 
stagnant or. has ceased com- 
pletely." 

The drought, however, has be- 
nefits for tourists. 

Game viewing from waterside )} 
hides is at its most spectacular as 
animals desperate to drink gather, 
from dwindling pools and rivers. 

“The predators are having a 
field day with the weakened game 
and the viewing is wonderful,” 
said Hugb Marshall, general 
manager of the luxury private 
Londolozi game reserve. 

A more long-term benefit is a 
strengthening of the genetic stock 
of the country's wildlife because 
only the fittest and most fertile 
will survive. 


“Competition between prides 
becomes very intense in these 
conditions,” Mr. Joubert said, 
referring to the territorial dis- 
putes between the carnivores. 

Tourism, officials say, will be- 
nefit as stronger, better-looking 
animals would boost South Afri- 
ca’s reputation among game 
viewing enthusiasts overseas. 

“We want tbe animals to (fie 
naturally so tbe best strains come 
through,” said Roland Geiger of 


the private M*bali reserve.- 

The Kruger in the eastern 
Transvaal lowlands bordering 
Mozambique has been less 
affected than the more than 1,000 
game farms in the province’s 
drier northern highlands. 

Tbe farms, unlike the reserves, 
make a living providing antelope 
for local and overseas hunters to 
kill for a price. They also ranch 
cattle or other commercial lives- 
tock. 


“The game farms do not main- 
tain predatois like lion and also 
provide winter feed for their 
stock, so overpopulation and 
overgrazing is a problem” said 
Johan Pauw of the Pasture Re- 
search Institute in Pretoria. “Ev- 
ery blade of grass is chewed off so 
plants cannot reproduce.” 

Hym Ebedes of the govern- 
ment’s Agricultural Development 
Department has advised game 
farmers to cull up to 60 per cent 


of their stock to conserve topsoil 
and grasses.

and impala can be expected from 
mid-July. Heavy monallity

“Kudu, eland and impala feed 
on mopani bush, but that is be- 
coming brown now and falling off 
the branch,'', said Seun de 
Swardt, a game fanner in tbe 


northern town of Messina. 

Among tbe hippos in the north- 
ern Transvaal the drought is ex- 
acting, a heavy tool. 

David Barrit of tbe Interna- 
tional Fund for Animal Welfare 
said that 11 had died there de- 
spite emergency feeding by the 
army and 305 faced starvation. 

“We saw 11 hippos including & 
baby gathered together in a pool 
the size of a suburban swimmirg 
pool,” he added.

Lightweight Oscar De La 
Hoy a, Byrd's teammate, picked 
up tempo in the last round to beat 
world champion Marco Rudolph 
of Germany, preventing the first 
U.S. gold medal shutout since 
1948. 

Joel Casamayor held off a 
third-round rally by Wayne 
McCullough to leave the Irish- 
man with silver in the bantam- 
weight class. 

But left-handed Michael Car- 
ruth gave Ireland its first Olympic 
boxing gold medal two bouts 
later, outpointing world cham- 
pion, Juan Hernandez of Cuba In 
the welterweight final. 

Cuba returned to these Olym- 
pics after joining Communist 
boycotts in I98S and 1984. 

Dasse. 33, finished eighth in 
her preliminary shot put heat and 
failed to qualify for the finals. 

Prince Alexandre De Merode, 
chairman of the International 
Olympic Committee’s Medical 
Commission, said she admitted 
taking the product. 

“She said it was given to her by 
a friend she trusts/’ he said.

Torrence apologises for drug cheats remarks 


BARCELONA (R) — Olympic 
- women's 200 metres champion 
• Gwen Torrence has apologised 
for accusing some of her rivals of 
being drugs cheats. 

American Torrence, who ac- 
cused three fellow-competitors of 
taking dope after she finished 
fourth in Saturday's 100 metres 
final, said in a statement she had 
spoken out too strongly. 

" “I am deeply committed to the 
need to get rid of drugs in sport, 
as well as use by American kids 
on the street," the statement 
said. 

■ “But my passion for that effort 
caused me to speak out with a 
strong opinion about dmg abuse 
in sport which has been misinter- 
preted by some. 


“I have not accused specific 
athletes of cheating but my per- 
sonal opinions have come across 
perhaps too strongly.” 

Although Torrence did not 
name names. Bob Kersee, coach 
of gold medallist and fellow- 
American Gail Devers, reacted 
angrily to her remarks, denying 
that his athlete had taken drugs 
except to treat a thyroid condi- 
tion. 

“I am sony that any of my 
opinions expressed here have 
brought harm to anyone, espe- 
cially great athletes and my team- 
mates in particular in Barcelo- 
na," Torrence said. 

The American also offended 
athletics officials with remarks at 
her post-victory news conference 


India's failure to win medals

Thursday about German sprinter 
Katrin Krabbe. 

Krabbe is not in Barcelona 
following a long-running doping 
controversy and has admitted this 
week taking the banned drug 
Clenbuterol. 

Ton-ence, silver medallist to 
Krabbe in the 100 and 200 metres 
finals at last year's World Cham- 
pionships. said: “I always felt die 
was on drugs.

“One of my statements at the 
press conference Thursday night 
may have been in bad taste and 
against the rules of my delega- 
tion," Torrence said. 

“You will hear no more opin- 
ions from me in Barcelona about 
other athletes competing unfairly 
and I will battle drugs in my own 
way for the rest of my career and 
will continue to tell kids of those 
dangers."

Pearce said later that Nebiolo has 
sent a letter to the U.S. Olympic 
Committee saying Torrence's 
comments were unacceptable and 
were liable to bring the sport into 
disrepute. r ?

India’s athletes have won only 
12 Olympics medals since 1900, 
when they first competed. That 
includes a silver medal a British 
soldier won in a 200-metre race 
that year. 


Barcelona bears up under Olympic strain 

BARCELONA (R) — Barcelona is bearing up well under the 
strain of hosting the biggest sporting show on earth. More than 
120,000 people have poured into the city but the metro is still 
working, hotels are packed and booming, petty crimes is down 
and Mayor Pasqual Maragal is still, smiling. “Things are going 
very, very well,” he said Saturday, half-way into the 16-day 
games. “The city is coping well.” More people than ever before 
were taking the metro, crime fell 33 per cent in the past two weeks 
compared to the same two weeks last year and political squabbles 
between nationalist Catalans and pro-centre Spaniards had faded 
away, be said. “Socially and politically we’ve never bad a moment 
of grace like this," he said.

Africa steals the show 

Africa stole the show on the 
Olympic athletics track, with 
Ethiopia’s Dprartu Tulu striking 
gold in the women’s 10.000 
metres and Kenyans sweeping the 
medals in the 3,000 metres stee- 
plechase. 

South Africa celebrated its re- 
turn to the Olympic Games by 
winning its first two medals for 32 
years Friday. 

The Africans ran to glory but 
Sergje Bubka, Mr ii.vincible of 
the pole vault, came down to 
earth with a bump. He tumbled 
out of the final without a medal 
or even a successful jump. 

American Jackie Joyner- 
Kersee suffered her first defeat in 
a major women's long jump com- 
petition since 1984 but ended up 
hugging the winner, Heike Dres- 
chler of Germany. 

Tulu won a classic battle in tne 
10,000 metres, sprinting away 
from South African Elana Meyer 
on the 25th and final lap after the 
rest of the field were left for 
dead. 

The 21-year-old African cham- 
pion was the first Ethiopian 
woman to win an Olympic track 
title. She was docked in 31 mi- 
nutes 6.02 seconds with Meyer 
more than five seconds back. 

Ethiopia boycotted the last two 
Olympics while South Africa had 
not competed in any games since 
Rome in 1960 because it was 
barred for its former apartheid 
policies. 

“I think it was a very special 
moment because we did it for 
Africa,” Meyer said. “I believe 
we were running for Africa and 
this is an example for Africa.” 

She said she won her medal for 
a new South Africa, only hours 
after Wayne Ferreira and Piet 
Norval struck silver in the men's 
double tennis when they lost to 
Germany’s Boris Becker and 
Michael Stich. 

“It was for the whole of South 
Africa — the real South Africa,” 
Meyer said. 

' Matthew Birir, 20, applauded 
himself across the finishing tine in 
a Kenyan sweep of the steeplech- 
ase medals. 

He raced for home with a lap to 
go and, swooping easily over the 
hurdles, won from Patrick Sang 
and William Mutwol in eight mi- 
nutes 8.84 seconds. 

Bubka blamed a swirling wind 
and nerves for his shock defeat m 
the pole valut. The 28-year-old 
Ukrainian failed twice at 5.70 
metres and once at 5.75, letting 
CIS team mate Maxim Tarassov 
in the gold medal. 


Dreschkr made no such mis- 
take in the long jump. She sal- 
vaged some glory for Germany 
after a week of shame in which it 
was revealed that double world 
sprint champion Kristin Krabbe 
had t&ted positive for an anabo- 
lic stimulant. 

Dreschler won with a leap of 
7.14 metres and Joyner-Kersee, 
third with a jump of 7.07, 
embraced her arch-rival.

could no longer afford to give up a 
trick. 

The percentage play in dubs was 
to hope for an even split or to find 
West with a singleton honor. So de- 
clarer rose with the ace of spades 
and laid down the ace of clubs. West 
discarded a itimnnnrf umi iJhp con- 
tract was doomed. 

In die spirit of the season. South 
was giving away gifts on thin day. 
Declarer should have realized that 
spades posed more of a threat than 
hearts. To start with, declarer 
should have shot up with the ace of 
hearts.

WB to monitor use 
of loan money in Russia 


MOSCOW (AP) — Russia will 
use SI billion in credits from the 
Internationa] Monetary Fund 
(IMF) exclusively to stabilise die 
country’s hard-currency reserve. 
Acting Prime Prime Yegor 
Gaidar said Friday. 

The money cannot be “eaten 
up,” Gaidar said in an interview 
with tbe Interfax News Agency. 

The loan, together with $600 
million in credits from the World 
Bank (WB), are the first install- 
ments in a $24 billion package in 
Western aid to Russia and the 
other former Soviet republics. 

“The money has been slow in 
aiming,” the Director of the 
World Bank Office in Moscow, 
Ardy Stoutjesdij, acknowledged, 
to Russ an and foreign reporters. 

Western governments, be said, 
have balked at committing their 
money before Russia stabilises 
the ruble, which is falling fast 
against world currencies. * 
Gaidar, architect of Russia's 
economic reform, said stabilising 
the hard-currency reserve will 
strengthen the economy and help 
make the ruble convertible. 

*Tn a sense, Russia is very close 
to malting the ruble convertible at 
the floating exchange rate," 
Gaidar said. He said that depends 
on “when we will be able to 
broaden the currency market and 
make this exchange rate stable.” 
Russian officials have said they 
eventually want to make the ru- 
ble convertible at a rate floating 
around 80 rubles to one dollar, 
about one-half of the current rate 
of 161.5 rubles to one dollar. 

M I see no obstacles that might 


prevent us from passing to the 
next stage of tbe stabilisation of 
the ruble, if we work in this 
direction in earnest.” said 
Gaiiar. 

The World Bank has desig- 
nated $250 million of its $600 
mfl&on loan for imports for the 
commercial sector, and $350 mil- 
lion for priority imports by the 
health, agriculture, transport and 
energy sectors, Stoutjesdijk told 
a news conference. 

Additional loans of $500 mil- 
lion each are expected for agri- 
cultural and the energy industry 
by early next year, be said. 

In the transport sector, $50 
million will go to tbe Port of St. 
Petersburg, gateway for most of 
the food and medical aid on its 
way to Russia. In addition, city 
buses throughout Russia are bad- 
ly in need of spare parts, Stout- 
jedskijk said. 

The Russian government wants 
to use some of the money to 
boost coal production, but Stout- 
jesdijk said World Bank officials 
would apply strict environmental 
standards before agreeing. Min- 
ers in Russia complain that the 
industry is unsafe and is a major 
source of pollution. 

One of the toughest tasks fac- 
ing Russia and tbe World Bank is 
food processing, which loses an 
estimated one-third of the har- 
vest, Stoutjesdijk said. 

The World Bank proggamme is 
expected to grow to $2 billion 
next year and $2.7 billion in 
future years, making it one of the 
largest scale assistance program- 
mes ever. Stoutjesdijk said. 


U.S. 

unemployment 
rate down 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. unemployment rate fell 
slightly to 7.7 per cent in July as a 
Federal Summer Jobs Program- 
me helped to send payroll em- 
ployment up by the largest 
amount in two years, die govern- 
ment said Friday. 

President Bush hailed the first 
dip in the jobless rate since April 
as good news that the country was 
“poised for a strong recovery.” 

But Bill Clinton, his Democra- 
tic opponent, and various private 
economists said the slight decline 
in the jobless rate did little to 
change their view that the eco- 
nomy was still in the doldrums. 

The July figure represented a 
break after two straight months in 
which unemployment had 
worsened significantly, surging by 
0.6 percentage point to an eight- 
y ear-high of 7.8 per cent in June. 

The slight 'improvement last 
month still left 9.76 million 
Americans unemployed, down by 
215,000 from tbe previous month, 
according to a survey of house- 
holds. 

A separate payroll survey said 
that the economy created 198,000 
jobs in July, the biggest gain since 
May 1990, but manufacturing em- 
ployment was essentially flat after 
a big drop the month before. 
Widespread weakness continued 
in defense-related industries 
while construction posted a 
second straight monthly drop, 
falling 15,000. 

All of the strength was located 
in services, with restaurants and 
bars posting good gains, and in 


Pakistan wants Middle East 
Bank branches amalgamated 


ABU DHABI (R) — Pakistan’s 
Central Bank has asked a United 
Arab Emirates (UAE) bank to 
amalgamate into its own opera- 
tions three Pakistan branches of 
Middle East Bank (MEB) which 
it acquired last year to save from 
bankruptcy, officials said. 

Emirates Bank International 
Limited (EBI) acquired 99 per 
cent of MEB last December after 
it accumulated losses of about 583 
million dirhams ($158.8 million). 
The Dubai government owns 80 
per cent of EBI. 

In a letter to shareholders, EBI 
Chairman Ahmad Al Tayer said 
MEB’s Lahore, -Karachi and Isla- 
mabad branches would be 
amalgamated into EBI opera- 
tions from October 31, 1992. 

“The State Bank of Pakistan 
has requested that the whole of 
the Pakistan operations ot Middle 


East Bank Ltd... be amalgamated 
into the Pakistan operations of 
the company,” he said in the 
letter obtained by Reuters. 

'The State Bank of Pakistan 
considers it undesirable that they 
each operate branches in the 
same location in Pakistan.” 

The letter did not state a 
reason but Managing Director 
Anis Jallaf told Reuters: “Pakis- 
tan did not want EBI manage- 
ment to control two separate 
banks in the market.” 

EBI already has six of its own 
brandies in Pakistan, three more 
than is normally allowed a foreign 
bank there. 

Mr. Jallaf said they had re- 
ceived special permission from 
Pakistan in 1985 to keep that 
number of branches after acquir- 
ing Dubai Bank, one of three 
institutions which merged to from 


EBI. 

One EBI offidal said EBI 
would pay for the MEB branches 
to avert a possible lawsuit by 
MEB’s one per cent minority 
shareholders. 

“Auditors will value the bran- 
dies and EBI will pay MEB for 
them. If we just took the bran- 
ches the minority shareholders 
could daim that the value of the 
bank had declined and they 
couldl file a lawsuit in Pakistan," 
the official said, declining to be 
named. — -

the number of EBI branches in 
Pakistan. It already has one 
branch in Lahore, Karachi, Isla- 
mabad, Multan, Faisalabad, 
Pechawar.

Other creditors, among the 60 
banks attending a meeting called 
by Prima, have accepted the deal 
which involves delaying principal 
payments for two months until a 
more comprehensive debt res- 
tructuring plan can be worked 
out. 

The KIO has undertaken to 
provide 3.5 billion pesetas ($37 
million) to service interest daring 
tbe period on the loans, the bulk 
of which are covered by mortgage 
guarantees. 

“There was a mixed response. 


There was a general agreement 
that there was no purpose in 
strangling the company but the 
point is some creditors are more 
affected than others,” said one 
official at a leading Spanish bank 
creditor. 

Central, with about six billion 
pesetas ($63 million) in loans to 
the Prima Group, has told Prima 
it will accept the plan as far as 
upcoming principal payments on 
syndicated loans are concerned 
but wants to hear proposals on 
past due payments. 

The sources said that at the 
meeting Prima had desisted from 
its proposal that banks form a 
steering committee.

The response on Friday by

General Philippe Morillon, de- 
puty commander of the United 
Nations Protection Force (UN-

U.N. spokesman Mik Magnus- 
son said UNPROFOR was confi- 
dent the agreement would hold 
because "the tone of the commit- 
ment (from commanders of the 
fighting forces) was a little more 
convincing." 

The peacekeepers, who control 
the airport, have asked for more 
personnel to act as observers "so 
that we can maintain a round-the- 
clock presence at gun positions.” 

Gen. IVforiilon’s negotiations 
with the warring sides came as the 
lightly-armed U.N. forces in 
Sarajevo came under renewed 
attack. 

Five mortar bombs hit a U.N. 
barracks in Sarajevo Friday even- 
ing wounding seven Ukrainian 


soldiers, two of them seriously, ft 
was not dear whether the ter- 
ritorial defence, composed of 
Muslims and Croats, or Serbs 
were responsible. 

Four French soldiers weTe hurt 
the previous day in a mortar 
attack on UNPROFOR head- 
quarters and a Ukrainian soldier 
was ldQed earlier when a radar 
battery was shelled. 

Sarajevo Radio said 10 civilians 
were lolled and 30 wounded Fri- 
day night in an artillery, bombard- 
ment of three Muslim quarters of 
the city, most of which is without 
power or water. 

Bosnian Serbs, alarmed by 
growing accusations that they are 
running death camps in areas of 
Bosnia which they have captured 
since April, stepped up efforts to 
deflect the charges. 

ICRC spokesman Matthias 
Kind said in Belgrade that Serb 
leader Radovan Karadzic had 
agreed to allow a full Red Cross 
inspection of 12 sites including 
Omars ka where journalists saw 
emaciated prisoners behind 
barbed wire. 

“We have been given the green 
light to go to any of the places on 
their list,” he added. “Omarska is 
one of our priorities.” 

Red Cross officials are ex- 
pected to inspect the Banja Luka 
area of northern Bosnia where 
Omarska and other suspected 
camps are located from Wednes- 
day. 

Bosnian officials allege that up 
to 17,000 Muslims and Croats 
have died in death camps but no 
independent evidence has yet 
been found to substantiate their 
claims. 

More than 1.7 million refugees 
have been swept from their 
homes since April during fighting 
in which Serbs have conquered 70 
per cent of Bosnian territory. 

Detention camps have been set 
up by tbe Serbs to hold Muslims and 


Croats driven from their com- 
munities in ethnic cleansing op- 
erations. Others hold men cap- 
tured during fighting. 

In a letter to the ICRC, Mr. 
Karadzic agreed to release all 
detainees aged over 60 and asked 
the Red Cross to Obtain a similar 
agreement from Bosnian author- 
ities. 

Serbian authorities say 17,000 
Serbs are being held in Muslim 
and Croat camps and that 6,000 
have been killed. 

Paddy Ashdown, leader of Bri- 
tain's Liberal Democratic Party 
and a former command officer, 
was due to arrive Saturday to be 
shown Serb-run camps by Mr. 
Karadzic. 

The death camp allegations 
have increased .demands for the 
west to undertake military inter- 
vention in Bosnia against the 
Serbs despite the reluctance of 
many politicians in Europe and 
the United States. 

Sarajevo is at the mercy of Serb 
artillery batteries which bold tbe hills 
surrounding the city and U.N. 
relief operations by road can 
operate only with die coopera- 
tion, frequently withheld, of Serb 
gunmen. 

German Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl Saturday endorsed the use 
of force to protect relief convoys 
in Bosnia and called for more 
concerned European Community 
action to stop die fighting.

S. Africa to probe massacre cover-up 


JOHANNESBURG (R) — The 
South African government prom- 
ised Friday to appoint a judicial 
commission to investigate an 
alleged police cover-up of a 1988 
massacre of township blades. 

“A judicial commission will be 
appointed as soon as possible,” a 
Law and Order Ministry spokes- 
man said. He gave no more de- 
tails. 

The move follows demands by 
Nelson Mandela’s African 
National Congress (ANC) that 
the white-led security forces be 
purged of lawless elements and 
brought under control. 

A white police captain ordered 
four black constables to fire on 
tbe Trust Feed black settlement 
in December 1988 in Natal pro- 
vince. Eleven people died, in- 
cluding women and children. 

Last May a prominent judge 
sentenced the captain to death 
and accused police of mishand- 
ling tbe case in an apparent high- 
level cover-up. 

The ANC has long accused tbe 
police and white government of 


complicity in township violence in 
which some 12,000 people have 
died since 1984. 

South Africa newspapers re- 
ported Friday that an attorney- 
general investigating the 1985 
lolling of anti-apartheid activist 
Matthew Goniwe discovered a 
"potentially explosive” document 
linking a cabinet minister with the 
case. 

The Sowetan said the docu- 
ment revealed that Adriaan 
Vlok, then deputy law and order 
minister and now correctional 
services minister, bad chaired a 
special meeting of the State 
Security Council which dealt with 
Mr. Goniwe’s case just before he 
died.

Mozambique civil war to end in 7 weeks Rutskoi stirs up dispute with Ukraine 


ROME (R) — President Joaquim Chissano of Mozambique and 
rebel Afonso Dhlakama sealed an accord Friday to end 16 years 
of dvij war by Oct. 1, ending three days of talks with an emotional 
embrace. “This is a historic day for the people of Mozambique 
and Africa... Please. No more deaths. No more war,” Zimbabwe 
President Robert Mugabe, who brought the two foes together for 
the first time, said after the signing ceremony. Mr. Chissano, who 
called the rebel leader “dear brother,” expressed regret that the 
fighting was not ending at once, despite his offer of an immediate 
armistice. “It would undoubtedly have been more honourable if 
our meeting bad meant the end of the war, today... There is no 
reason why the guns should not frill silent,” Mr. Chissano said. 
“Although the war will continue a little longer, the feet that we 
know it will end by Oct. 1' is a consolation.” 

Greek premier reshuffles cabinet 

ATHENS (AP) — Premier Constantine MitsotaJris Friday 
reshuffled his cabinet for the third time in two years by 
relinquishing his post as foreign minister and streamlining bis 
finance ministries. The reshuffle gives National Economy Minis- 
ter Stefan os Man os a second portfolio as finance minister and 
moves Justice Minister Micfaalis Papaconstantinou to tbe Foreign 
Affairs Ministry. The new administration consists of 33 ministers 
and undersecretaries, one less than the previous cabinet. Mr. 
Mano’s additional portfolio is expected to help the conservative 
government coordinate its economic policies following Greece's 
approval of tbe Maastricht Treaty on European unity last week. 
Mr. Mftsotakis had held the Foreign Ministry post since April 
after dismissing Andonis Samaras following disagreement over hts 
handling of Greece’s efforts to block EC recognition of the fonner 
Yugoslav Republic of Macedonia. 

Former Spanish foreign minister dies 

MADRID (R) — Former Spanish Foreign Minister Francisco 
Fernandez Ordonez died of cancer at his Madrid home, his doctor 
said. He was 62. Family Doctor Carlos Sanz said Mr. Ordonez, 
who stepped down as foreign minis t e r in June after seven years in 
the post, had slipped into an irreversible coma during the night. 
Mr. Ordonez’s tenure of tbe Foreign Ministry capped a disting- 
uished career in politics in which he helped steer Spain to 
membership of the European Community in 1986. He had been ill 
for several years and underwent surgery late last year. Mr. 
Ordonez could claim responsibility for putting Spain firmly on the 
world map during his years as foreign minister. 


MOSCOW (AP) — While President Boris Yeltsin was vacation- 
ing Vice President Alexander Rutskoi poked his finger into a 
political hornet's nest by dedaring that the Crimea should belong 
to Russia, not Ukraine. “I do not recognise any agreements” that 
give historic Russian lands to other countries, Mr. Rutskoi told a 
gathering of Cossack- Chieftains in pre-revolutionary uniforms 
and tall leather boots. Mr. Rutskoi 's remarks were certain to stir 
up Russian-Ukrainian tensions, which Mr. Yeltsin had tried to 
reduce before leaving Wednesday for a two-week holiday on the 
Blade Sea. The 44-year-old vice president, a former aii force pilot 
and Afgha n ist a n war hero, has staked out a political position that 
is far more nationalist and hawkish than Mr. Yeltsin’s. Six months 
ago. he criticised the president’s reluctance to use force to quell 
unrest and attacked the young economists in Mr. Yeltsin's 
government as “young boys in pink shorts.” 

Exiled king to visit Romania 

BUCHAREST (R) — Romania's exiled ex-King Michael will 
■ tour the country next week in the midst of election campaigning, 
Bucharest Radio said Saturday. King Michael’s tour will include 
Timisoara, cradle of the December 1989 revolution, and Brasov, 
a Transylvanian dty where workers staged the first -anti- 
communist revolt in 1987 . ft coincides with campaigning for Sept. 
27 presidential and parliamentary elections in which Communists 
who still wield power in Romania' are fighting for their political 
survival. King Michael was dethroned and banished by a 
Soviet-installed Communist regime in 1947. He lives in Switzer- 
land. 

KGB did not recruit Oswald — paper 

M OSCO W (AP) — The Soviet KGB never recreated tire assassin ■ 
President John F. Kennedy, but watched him believing he was 
a Western spy, a newspaper has reported. Lee Harvey Oswald 
was kept under constant watch while he lived in Minsk from 1959 
to 1962, and might have been drugged to make him talkative in 
open conversation, the newspaper Izvcstia reported. Oswald, 
who married a Soviet woman, worked in a Minsk factory and 
retinued to the United States a few months before Mr. Kennedy’s 
1963 a s s as sination. The Warren Commission, which investigated 
the assassination, concluded that Oswald, acting alone, killed Mr. 
Kennedy, and found no evidence of Soviet complicity. But 
Questions remain. Izvestia reported that Oswald arrived in tbe 
soviet Union on Oct. 15, 1959, and asked tbe Soviet authorities the 
toil owing day for political asylum. His request was denied.

Armenian offensive frees besieged town 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — Arme- 
nian forces captured two Azer- 
baijani villages after mounting a 
cross-border offensive into the 
neighbouring republic, Azerbai- 
jani Defence Ministry reported 
Friday. 

Tbe report, carried by the 
Azerbaijani News Agency Turan, 
said that Armenian units backed 
by armoured personnel carriers 
last night moved forward from 
their positions in the Armeniar . 
region of Krasnoselsk, attacking 
tbe area of Kedabek in Azerbai- 
jan. 

The Armenians moved five to 
six kilometres (there to three and 
a half miles) deep into the Azer- 
baijani territory, attacking two 
Russian and three Azerbaijani 
villages, and capturing the vil- 
lages of Mutudara and Isali, the 
Defence Minister sakL 

It said fierce fighting was under 
way in the region but had no 
exact casualty figures. 

The report said tbe Armenian 
offensive appeared to be aimed at 
opening a second land corridor 
linking Armenia wrtb tbe dis- 
puted enclave of Nagorno- 
Karabakh. 

The Pro Armenia News Agen- 
cy and Moscow’s Channel One 
television said Armenian forces 
have reached the Armenian- 
populated town of Artsvashen, 
situation within Azerbaijan, and 
evacuated about 600 people. . 

The television station showed 
pictures of Armenian tanks anti 
bearded fighters moving through 


the half-destroyed village. 

“For the last seven days, foe 
village was cut off completely 
from Armenia. This was impossi- 
ble and unbearable ... now we 
control the village and the road to 
it and if needed, we will defend it 
forever.” one unidentified fighter 
said in tbe televised report. 

Azerbaijani forces Thursday 
night shelled the land corridor in 
the Lax* in area, killing one per- 
son, the Moscow-based Nega 
News Agency reported. 

Nagorno-Karabakh, the site of 
a four-year war, is an Armenian 
region located within Azerbaijan 
and controlled by it since 1923. 
More than 2,000 people have 
died in the fighting since 1988, 
with hundreds killed this spring 
and summer alone. 

In Nagorno-Karabakh itself, 
Armenian units broke through 
Azerbaijani defence lines and 
seized a number of strategic 
heights near the northeastern 
town of Agdete, foe Azerbaijani 
Defence Minister reported. 

Nagorno-Karabakh parliament 
spokesman Gegam Bagdasaryan 
said Armenians have repelled an 
Azerbaijani offensive in the area 
of MardakerL He said the attack, 
which started Thursday, involved 
30 tanks and three combat heli- 
copters. 

Mr. Bagdasaryan said tbe 
Armenians - destroyed 3 T-72 
tanks and- downed two MJr24 
helicopters. At least 60 Azerbai- 
jani fighters were killed, while 
foe Armenians suffered eight 


deal and 23 wounded, be said. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from the 'Azerbaijani side. 

Meanwhile, Armenian Presi- 
dent Levon Ter-Petrosyan ac- 
cused Azerbaijan of committing 
“acts against the people of Kara- 
bakh” and border regions of 
Armenia with foe goal of under- 
mining a possible peace settle- 
ment. 

In his appeal to the people of 
Nagorno-Karabakh, carried by 
the Armenian Snaric News Agen- 
cy, Mr. Ter-Petrosyan blamed 
foe Russian army for hanefing 
over a significant amount of milit- 
ary equipment to Azerbaijan. On 
Friday, Azerbaijani officials 
made simil ar accusations against 
Armenia. 

Meanwhile a temporary cease- 
fire was in force between the 
Azeri enclave of Nakhichevan 
and Armenia, Gddar Aliyev, 
president of foe enclave said 
Saturday. 

Mr. Aliyev told the semi- 
official Turkish News Agency 
Anatolian by te&phone that no 
fighting had occurred in the town 
of Sadarak, near the Turkish 
border, for the past three days, 
except for occasional firing from 
the Armenian side. 

“We will meet again with foe 
Armenian envoy at foe border 
next week. I think we can secure 
a permanent ceasefire agreement 
after tfis meeting,” he told tire 
agency. 

It was not dear when the first 
border talks were held. 


10 top commanders killed in Sri Lanka blast 


COLOMBO (AP) — The top 
government commander In north- 
ern Sri Lanka and nine other top 
officers were killed in a bad male 
explosion Saturday, officials said. 

It was the most serious blow to 
Sri Lankan government forces in 
two years in their war with Tamil 
separatist guerrillas. 

Killed in foe blast were Maj. 
Gen. Denzil Kobbekaduwa, com- 
mander of foe military’s opera- 
tions against Tamil Tiger guerril- 
las, and Brig. Gen. Vijaya Wima- 
laratne, tbe commander of foe 
military task force in foe rebel- 
held northern Jaffna peninsula. 

The explosion occurred Satur- 
day morning in Kaytas Island off 
foe coast of foe rebel-held Jaffna 


peninsula. The government re- 
took foe island from tbe Tamil 
guerrillas in fighting last Novem- 
ber. 

It was not immediately dear 
whether the landmine was 
planted by the Tamils to kill foe 
officers or whether it was left 
over from earlier campaigns. 

Tbe .mine exploded as the offic- 
ers were driving toward a helicop- 
ter to fly back to the Jaffna 
peninsula after touring tbe island, 
said military officials in Colombo 
who cannot be quoted under 
briefing rules. 

Gen. Kobbekaduwa. 52, was. 
hit in the head and foe legs by 
shrapnel, said the officials. He 
(Bed' several hours after being 


flown to a hospital in Colombo. 

Other victims included Com- 
modore Mohan Jayamaha, the 
naval commander in the north, 
and three lieutenant colonels, 
said foe officials. 

Gen. Kobbekaduwa, 52, was to 
become the army chief in January 
and bad been part of foe govern- 
ment’s offensive against Tiger re- 
bels for about eight years. At 
least .17,000 people have been 
killed since foe fighting began in 
1983. 

In a communique issued in 
Colombo, 320 kilometres (200 
miles) south of the where foe 
explosion occurred, tbe Defence 
Ministry appealed to tbe public to 
“remain calm.”

Tbe 13-story floating 
hotel operated by Canard Lines 
Ltd grounded at 10:20 p.m. :0220 
GMT Saturday) four miles south 
of foe Elizabeth Islands at the 
southernmost tip of Cape Cod 
while sailing for New York. "It’s 
.at anchor right now. It’s not 
aground anymore, it’s at 
anchor,” a Coast Guard spokes- 
woman said early Saturday. A 
Coast Guard cutter, several smal- 
ler ships and a helicopter were 
quickly sent to the scene but no 
attempts were made to evacuate 
anyone aboard tbe ship. Damage 
to the ship was no immediately 
known but foe spokeswoman said 
an earlier reports of a fuel leak 
were being investigated but could 
not be confirmed. 

Molester who 
wanted castration 
gets life sentence 

HOUSTON. Texas (R) — A 
child molester who once offered 
to be castrated in exchange for 
probation was sentenced to life 
in prison Friday by a U.S. jury 
who earlier convicted him of rap- t 
mg a 12-year-old girl. Steven' 
Butler, 28, blinked back tears and 
his family became hysterical as 
foe sentence was handed down in 
state district court. A jury found 
Mr. Butler guilty after bearing 
testimony from witnesses who in- 
cluded foe girl he raped. Mr.' 
Butter’s case garnered interna- 
tional attention when black lead- 
ers attacked judge Michael 
McSpadden for agreeing to give 
Mr. Bolter probation in exchange 
for castration. They called the 
arrangement racist and, ultimate- 
ly, it fell through because no 
physical would perform tbe proc- 
edure to remove Mr. gutter's 
tcSfJtles. Butler, a married 
shoeshinc man and porter who 
cOtOd be eligible for parole in 15 
years, already was on probation 
for sexually molesting a 7-year- 
old girl in 1989 when he was 
indicted for raping the 12-year- 
old. He suggested foe castration 
deal after reading a newspaper 
article in which McSpadden 
praised castration as an alterna- 
tive to prison for sex offenders. 
McSpadden removed himself 
from the case before it went tq 
trial. 

India to ban 
smuggling of child 
jockeys 

NEW DELHI* (R) — India said 
Friday it would introduce a law 
banning foe export of children to 
Gulf emirates where they are 
used as jockeys in camel races, a 
popular Arab sport. Minister of 
State For External Affairs R. L. 
Bhatia told the Rajya Sabha (up- 
per bouse of parliament) that 20 
Indian' children had been rescued 
by Indian diplomats in the Gulf 
so far. Indian police say young 
boys are strapped to the camels 
and their terrified shrieks prompt 
the beasts to run farter in the • 
races. Their fight weight is also an 
asset in tbe competitions, often 
patronised by members of the • 
focal royal families. Mr. Bhatia 
said the police had been asked to 
investigate a network of child 
smugglers that exports foe chil- 
dren to foe Gulf.

DENVER, Colorado (R) — The 
historic home of Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell, who invented the tele- 
phone, has been put up for 
by a U.S. telephone company. 
Asking price for the four- 
bedroom antique bouse is S2.75 
million, makdng .it the highest 
priced property in the exclusive 
Georgetown section of the U.S. 
capital. Bell purchased th# bouse 
in 1881 for his father, Alexander 
Melville Bell.. The younger Bell 
set up a small research laboratory 
in tile carriage house but never 
spent much time there, a spokes- 
woman for foe company, U.S. 
West, said. The Bells kept tbe 
boose until .1920. U.S. West, one 
seven companies created after foe 
court-ordered breakup of the 
telephone monopoly in tbe 
j-WQs, benight the house m 1986 
for $1^ million and spent J2.5. 
Btaiqn restoring it for business 
fundions and visiting executives*. 
Built in 1853, the House has 
J* 0 ferge parlours, a library, »* 
large kitchen and a carriage' 
home. 
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
